The Late Irish Leader , Bitterly De- 
nounced by His Opponent. 


HE FAILED TO CONTRIBUTE TO THE 
FUND FOR THE DOCK STRIKERS. 


The Late Mr. Biggar’s Efforts to Ascer- 
tain Parnell’s Real Politics—Arrival 
of the Fund Collecting Delegation 
—Parnell’sfRecent Whereabouts. 


DUBLIN, March 16.—Mr. Timothy Healy, 
during the course of his speech at Newry yes- 
terday, said that when Mr. Parnell was 
wanted at the Tenants’ Defense League meet- 
ings he had alwaysabad cold. Theair of 
Dublin did not. agree with him, but the sea- 
sideair of Brighton did. The decree of di- 
vorce granted to Capt. O’Shea had afflicted 
Mr. Parnell with political opthalmia, but the 
most revolting thingin the whole business 


‘wasthat Mr. Parnell seemed to think that 


they were all fools. He could not remember 
the difference between Mr. Parnell, the ‘‘un- 
tainted’’ leader, andthe Mr. Parnell of 1891. 
Referring to Mr. Parnell’s pretended ‘‘sym- 
pathy’’ for the workingmen, Mr. Healy said 
that it would be remembered that during the 
dock strike, speaking to the late Mr. Biggar, 
who first pointed out to him:the misfortune 
Mr. Parnell was trying to bring on Ireland, 


‘Mr. Biggar said that he had written twice to 


Mr. Parnell, urging him tomake a donation 
towards the strike fund. Mr. Parnel! did not 
answer these communications and this caused 
‘*‘] wonder what Mr. 
Parnell’s real politics are?’’ As far back as 
1881 Mr. Biggar wrote to Mr. Parnell, remon- 
strating with him in regard to his conduct 
with Mrs. O’Shea. 
SEVERE ON PARNELL. 

Mr. Parnell’s ambassadors to those who, 
with a disregard for international laws, he 
calls his ‘‘feilow countrymen in America,’’ 
have reached New York and will presently 
appear in public, hand in hand, asking 
American contributions for a fratricidal war 
in Ireland. Undoubtedly this dauntless leader 
has a vast army of admirers among our peo- 
ple,and there are some who will find the 
greatest difficulty in exercising the discrim- 
ination which his conduct has 
made necessary. But it is one 
question whether or not he is 
still entitled to admiration, and another 
whether he has further claims upon American 
dollars. The manifesto in which he presents 
his emissaries to American Irishmen, under- 
takes, ina somewhat blundering way, to.de- 
fine his position and the occasion of his ap- 
peal. It does not recall the crimes of which 
he has been adjudged guilty. It doesnot re- 
mind its readers that just at this moment 
when their heavy sacrifices, borne without 
murmur during the long years of deadly 
struggle, were about to realize their splendid 
object, he, the leader they bad elevated and 
sustained, by follies unspeaka- 
ble, dashed every prospect, every 
chance, every hope to the earth. 
It does not mention that he basely bartered 
‘his own honor and his .cowntry’s cause fora 
disgraceful*amour; nor that, not satisfied 
with this, he insisted upon Ireland sharing 
‘his degradation and its penalties. There is 
no mention of these things, but with atone of 
supremacy that Napoleon himself might have 
adopted, all the credit forthe Irish party’s 
past is taken to himself and all the blame for 
its present is cast upon others; those who 
have interceded to shield Ireland from the 
shame he would fasten on her are called 


*traitors and their intercession a mutiny.’’ 


PARNELL’S ENVOYS. 

New York, March 16.—James O’ Kelly, M. 
P., John O’Connor, M. P., W. H. K. Red- 
mond,M. P., and Henry Harrison, M.P., dele- 
gates sent to this country by Mr. Parnell for 
the purpose of raising funds for the National- 
ist movement, arrived in New York this 
morning from Queenstown. They were met 
by a reception committee on board the 
steamer John E. Moore, and Messrs. O’ Kelly, 
Redmond and Harrison were transferred to 
it, while Mr. O’Connor proceeded to the dock 
with the Etruria. After a formal reception 
the emissaries were driven tothe Hoffman 
House and given most handsome apart- 
ments. 

PARNELL’S DENIAL. 

GALWAY, March 16.—Mr. Parnell denies that 
he absented himself from the House of Com- 
mons last Thursday night during the pend- 
ingofan important question, to pay Mrs. 
O’Shea a lover’s visit. He asserts that at the 
time mentioned he was writing his manifesto 
to the American people. During the day Mr. 
Parnell made a speech here, dwelling partic- 
viarly upon the enthusiastic reception ac- 
corded his representatives in America. He 
said that he never doubted America’s faith 
in him. 

Atan anti-Parnell meeting at Newry yes- 
terday Parnellites attempted to break up the 
meeting, a free fight with clubs being the re- 
sult. 

A Parnell meeting at Middleston was broken 
up. Messrs. Harrington and Clancy did not 
succeed in speaking. 


LEFT THE CHURCH. 


Rev. J. R. J. Milligan’s Congregation Snub

was assigned to fillhis place. When he ap- 
peared in the pulpit to conduct the services, 
almost the entire congregation arose and left 
the church. Less thana score of members 
remained seated and Prof. Wilson delivered 
his sermon without comment. The trouble 
is the outgrowth of the recent heresy 
trials of which Prof. Wilson was the prose- 
ecutor. Among the eight young ministers 
suspended for heretical utterances were Kev. 

.R. J. Milligan. His congregation stood by 
however, and when the attempt was 
made to fill the pulpit with his prosecutor, 
the members quietly. and without apparently 
concerted action withdrew.

Rumors 
of their  filght have been talked 
about the streets since early Sunday -morn- 
ing, and the furniture in the doctor’s Office, 
their only possession in the city, was taken 
charge of early this morning. 

The news of the flight will not bea surprise 
to people who have been at all acquainted 
with their actions during the past few 
months. They have been together almost 
constantly since Dr. Finney’s wife sued fora 
divorce and have made no efforts to conceal 
the fact. The divorce proceedings brought by 
Mrs. Finney are now pending in the District 
Court. 

It is said that the runaway couple went 
East, and it would surprise no ohe who Knows 
themthat they have again commenced the 
treasure cave racket. They had considerable 
funds when they left St. Louis, Mrs. Living- 
stone, it is said, having more than $2,000 in a 
well-known bank until a few days ago. It Is 
thought that they started for Chicago.

ITS FIRST APPEARANCE. 


The Sprinkling Cart Seen by a Select Few 
on the Streets To-Day. 


The street sprinkling ordinance went into 
effect to-day and the water carts were seen in 
afew places during the day. Street Com- 
missioner M.J. Murphy issued a manifesto 
last Saturday explaining the duties of 
the inspectors, also setting forth what 
the sprinkling carts were expected to do and 
instructing them toreturn daily reports on 
the manner the work was done .-in 
each district. For some reason all 
the carts were not out to-day or 
if they were they did not make the number of 
rounds expected and many places were not 
sprinkled asthey should have been, while 
other sections of the city were not sprinkled 
at all. 


Burglarized a Liquor Store. 


A warant for burglary in the second degree 
and larceny was issued this morning by As- 
sisting Prosecuting Attorney Estep against 
John Malloy and Patrick White. About 6:30 
o’clock last night Officers Turley and Keller 
of the Third District discovered that the rear 
door of the wholesale liquor store of Charles 
Rebstock &Co., at the corner of Main and 
Elm streets, had been broken open, and sev- 
eral men were engaged in carrying bottled 
liquor from the place. A rush was made 
for the door, but before the officers could 
shut off their retreat, two or three of the 
intruders made good their escape. Malloy 
and White were cornered and caught. 
Twenty-six sample bottles of liquor ofthe 
value of $12, had been removed from the es- 
tablishment. This property was identified by 
Mr. Rebstock, who this morning made afii- 
davit to the information on which the war- 
rant was issued.

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THE WORLD'S FAIR 


A Bill Introduced Appropriating $150,- 
000 for the Missouri Display. 


CONCURRENCE IN THE SENATE AMEND- 
MENTS TO THE TEXT-BOOK BILL, 


A Resolutién Providing for the Redistrict- 
ing of the State by the Present Session 
Voted Down—Failure of the Grand-Jury 
to Take Up the Case of Hx-Treasurer 
Woodruff of Arkansas. 


JEFFERSON City, Mo., Marci! 16.—A World’s 
Fair appropriation bill was introduced in the 
House this morning by Lyman of Jackson. It 
is entitled: 

An act to provide for the collection, arrangement 
and display of the products of the State of 
Miseouri at the World’s Columbian Exposition of 
1893, and to make an appropriation therefor. 

The amount sought to be appropriated is 
$150,000. The bill provides for a commission 
of seven, to be known asa Board of Managers, 
to have charge of the interests of the State at 
the fair. The board is to be appointed by 
the Governor wijhin ninety days after the 
passage of the bill. The board Is to select 
a treasurer, who must give $50,000 bond. The 
members of the board are to receive only 
their expenses. 

The House this morning concurred in the 
Senate amendments tothe school text book 
bill. This exempts St. Louis and Kansas City 
from the provisions of the bill. 

A good many members of the House are 
dissatisfied with the work of the Special Cal- 
endar Committee. This morning Davis of 
Buchanan introduced a resolution 
instructing the committee to hold 
open sessions so that members 
could appear before them to make arguments 
in favor of their bills, being given ah equal 
chance with others. The committee opposed 
the resolution and succeeded in getting it 
voted down by a close margin. 

Petitions from every county in the State 
asking that the money the State Is to receive 
from the Government, as reimbursement for 
war claims, be used to endowe the State 
University, were presented in the House this 
morning. 

Stuart of Buchanan created some merri- 
ment by springinga resolution instructing 
the Adjutant General to fire a salute to-mor- 
row anthe Capitol ground in honor of St. 
Patrick’s day. The resolution was voted 
down, Smith of Pike introduced the follow- 
ing resolution:

The House passed Senator Espenschied’s 
bill relating tocertain school iaws in sec. 
16, township 45, north range7 east, tose- 
cure to the board of President and directors 
of the St. Louis Public schools the title 
thereto and the proceeds thereof, 
for the use of the said 
public schools. The House also passed the 
bill to appropriate money for the support of 
the State Government, the payment of con- 
tingent and incidental exponses of the State 
Department, the public printing, the State 
pensioners, the support of the State 
Penitentiary and forthe payment of certain 
other demands against the State for which no 
appropriation has heretofore been made for 
the years 1891 and 1892. 

The bill to protect railroad conductors 
against false statements of private detect- 
ives passed the House. 


Arkansas Legislature. 

LITTLE Rock, Ark., March 16.—A great deal 
of surprise and chagrin has been expressed 
here by the failure of the Judge of the Circuit 
Court toinstruct the Grand-jury to investi- 
gate the affairs of State Treasurer Woodruff. 
Although the Legislature has long since 
passed on the violations of the law, the Judge 
did not take hold of the matter, and it ap- 
pears now as if nothing would be done. 

In the Senate this morning the bill author- 
izing the leasing of the Penitentiary two 
years hence, when the present lease shall ex- 
pire, for& time of ten years, was passed. 
The Joint Committee on Constitutional 
Amendments reported to the House this 
morning an amendment which pro- 
vides that ten amendments to 
the Constitution may be submitted at 
any general election, instead of three, the 
number now limited by law. The adoption 
of this amendment removes the necessity for 
calling a constitutional convention as there 
are only about that many objections tothe 
organic law of the State. 

Mr. White introduced in the House this 
morning a bill making it a “felony 
for any officer to loan any of 
the public funds, punishable by imprison- 
ment for a term not lessthan five nor more 
than twenty years. Parties borrowing such 
money are liable to the same punishment. 

The bill prohibiting the giving of mortgages 
on growing crops was called upin the House 
and was defeated by a vost of 24 to 42. 


WASHINGTON NEWS. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 16.—The De 
partment of State is informed that the rumors 
that the Brazilian Government does not in- 
tend to carry out the recent reciprocity 
agreement with the United States, are dis- 
credited by the action of the authorities at 
Rio Janeiro in issuing instructions to the 
officials throughout the country, concerning 
the free admission of merchandise from the 
United States. The newspapers of Para, 
dated Feb. 13,contained an official announce- 
ment of the new rates fixed by the agree- 
ment, directed tothe Governor of Para by 
the general Government. 

THE TARIFF OASES. 

WASHINGTON, D.C., March 16.—The Supreme 
Court to-day advanced the cases of Boyd, 
Sutton & Co. and Sternback & Co. of New 
York against the United States, and of Mar- 
shal, Field & Co, against the Collector of Cus- 
tomsat Chicago, and assigned them for ar- 
gument thé second Monday of the next term, 
but with leave to submit themon printed 
briefs before the first Monday of April if that 
be preferred. These are suits brought to 
test the constitutionality of the McKinley 
tari law. 

JUDGE GROFF’S RESIGNATION. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 16.—President 
Harrison yesterday agreed to accept the 
resignation of Louis J. Groff of Nebraska as 
Commissioner of the General Land Office. At 
the President’s request Mr.Groff consented to 
remain inthe serviceand will be appointed 
one of the judges of the Land Court, just es- 
tablished by act of Congress. It is thought 
Judge Amos Cobb of Nebraska will succeed 
Mr. Groff.

The Great Coke-workers’ Strike—Puddlers 
Accepta Reduction. 


SCOTTDALE, Pa., March 16.—The great strike 
of the 15,000 coke workers of the Connells- 
ville region entered upon its sixth week to- 
day. While the leaders of the United Mine 
Workers will not say so publicly, they pri- 
vately admit that the men have been de- 
feated, The wages lost thus far have been 
over $900,000, and will in a few days pass the 
million mark. The iron market is not suffi- 
ciently healthy to make the demand for coke 
pressing. 

ACCEPTED THE REDUCTION. 

PITTSBURG, Pa.,March 16.—Fhe reduction in 
the wages of the puddlers of the Glasgow Iron 
Co, at Pottstown, from $8.75 to $3.60, com- 
mencing to-day, has been accepted and the 
men continued work, The Botte Bros. Iron 
Co.’s puddlers, at the same place, also ac- 
cepted a similar reduction ‘commencing to- 
day. The two firms employ over 400 hands. ~

dropped dead at hishome, at No. 231 East 
Davis street, about 3o0’clock yesterday after- 
noon. The deceased was 67 years of age and 
for the past twenty-five years has been iden- 
tied with the Hennessy grocery and com- 
mission house, on East Davis street. Mr.

The Kinoaid Case. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 16.—The case of 
Chas.

THE GREAT RIOT. 


EXCITEMENT IN NEW ORLEANS OVER SATUR- 
DAY’S MAFIA LYNCHING ABATING. 


Citizens of the Crescent City Justify 
the Mob’s Bloody Work. 


THE GOVERNMENT OF ITALY MAKES A 
DEMAND FOR REPARATION, 


Comments of the Italian, English and 
American Press on the Lynching— 
Burial of the Victims—Probable Legal 
Proceedings Against the Leaders of the 
Mob—A Lame Explanation by Juror 
Seligman—Secretary Blaine to Gov. 
Nichols. 


NEW ORLEANS, March 16.—A miserable rain 
makes New Orleans look dreary after the stir- 
ring events of last Saturday. The city was 
worked up toa fearful excitement, and the 
fact that no innocent outsider was injured, 
when the circumstance of the assault 
and the temper of the people are con- 
sidered, makes the uprising the most remark- 
able that has ever occurredinany of the big 
cities of the American Continent. It may 
be said now that the sober second thought 
of the people has returned and the emphatic 
indorsement of the exchanges, the press 
and the public touching the proceedings, is 
repeated to-day. The telegram of Secretary 
Blaine to the Governor, caused some commo- 
tion but it was not unexpected, neither was it 
expected that President Harrison would hesi. 
tate to express his disapproval of what has 
occurred. The telegram of My. Blaine was 
sent direct to Gov. Nicholls, and referred by 
him to Attorney-General Rogers. Whethera 
reply has as yet been sent to the 
Government at Washington, your correspond- 
ent is unable to learn. Attorney-General 
Rogers has madean investigation of Satur- 
day’s occurrences at the jail and is endeavor- 
ing to find some of the persons who were 
present inside of the jail when the 
shooting was done. The prison officials say 
that they recognized some of the persons 
who were inside of the jailand these names, 
it is understood, have been forwarded tothe 
Attorney-General. As stated in previous dis- 
patches some indictments may follow as a 
formality, but so great a number of people 
were concerned in the killing that it will be 
impossible to arraign them all or secure 
a conviction in case they should be arrested. 
The Attorney-General has not yet presented a 
formal report to the Governor. The Italian 
Consul says that a full report of thé proceed- 
ings has been transmitted to Rome and to the 
Legation at Washington, and all further ac- 
tion will be taken through the Legation. 

INDICTMENTS DISMISSED. 

The District Attorney has e a-nolie 
prosequi as to all the indictments pending in 
Section B of the Criminal District. Court, 
against the Italians implicated in 
the Hennessy assassination. This releases 
Charles Matranga, Incardona and the Mar- 
chesi boy. The indictments in sect. A, 
Judge Myers’ division, still hold Sunzeri, 
Patrono, John Caruso, Natali and Pietso. 

THE EXCITEMENT ABATING. 

The city was very quiet yesterday and the 
excitement of Saturday in a large degree 
abated. Since full details of the terrible affair 
became more fully Knuwn, some people took 
the view that toomany men had been killed 
and the Committee of Safety orthe mob had 
no right to massacre the men who had not 
been tried and against whom there was but 
little evidence. The majority of the people 
are, nevertheless,of thesame opinion as they 
were on Saturday and insist that what was 
done was done only under force of necessity 
and could not have been avoided. The news- 
papers are of one opinion on the subject and 
try to justify what was done. 

BURIAL OF THE VICTIMS. 

All of the dead men were buried yesterday. 
Father O’Leary of the Jesuit Church said 
mass forallthe Itallans killed, the services 
being held in the parish prison. The funerals 
took place without show or demonstration, 
in fact, some of the dead being hauled off ina 
cart and buried in Potter’s field and without 
a single friend being in attendance. Mar- 
chesi, Monasterio and fTrahina were 
claimed by no one, and these 
were sent to the Potter’s fleld. 
Politez’ funeral was attended only by his 
wife. Macheca and Caruso lived near to each 
other and their funerals took place at the 
same time. A great many people attended 
these two ceremonies, as both men had many 
relatives, and were well connected by mar- 
riage. Nearly all the men leave largé fami- 
lies. Macheca leaves six children; Geracci, a 
widow and five children; Caruso, a widow; 
Scaffedi, 
widow and five children; Comitez, a widow 
and one child. With the exception of three 
all the men had been residents of New 
Orleans for twenty years. 

A RAVING MANIAC. 

Charles Patarno, one. of the suspects who 
hid in the women’s quarters during the time 
the mob was in jail, and who was left un- 
harmed, was a raving maniac yesterday, and 
became wildly violent. He hada similar at- 
tack when first put in jail, but afterwards re- 
covered. 

Father Manaritta of the Italian Church, 
who has always been opposing the Mafia, will 
lay before the District Attorney a letter in 
which the Mafia threatens to take his life. 
Father Manaritta thinks that the organiza- 
tion is not crushed out yet, and that fresh 
villainy can be looked for. 

A striking incident of the dramatic occur- 
rence is brought out by the abandonment of 
all festive preparations. Yesterday six men 
were to have been released, and elaborate ar- 
rangements had been made for a feast in cel- 
ebration of the victory. Everything was in 
readiness, and when the news came ofthe 
lynching the preparations were abandoned, 
and the ornaments and decorations torn 
away and replaced with crepe and. mourn- 
ing. 

' FUTURE LEGAL PROCEEDINGS. 

It is pretty well understood here what the 
legal proceedings will be. The Grand-jury is 
in session and will be given every opportunity 
to take the formal legal stepsin the matter.

All of the deputies who were at the jail when 
the descent was made upon it, and all the 
cooler headed citizens who accompanied the 
mob, are of thesame opinionand say that 
resistance was utterly useless. As to Mr. 
Villiere, the jailor, he was at the office of 
Gov. Nichols with Attorney-General Rogers 
when theattack was made, and was atthe 
moment trying to make arrangements to 
secure the necessary defenses. 

What O’Malley’s fate will be is still a matter 
of conjecture. Evidence as to his having 
bribed and coerced witnesses and jury is be- 
ing gathered with quiet energy, and while 
but little is being said, it is well understood 
that the committee is very much in earnest 
over thecase. Itis said thatone juror has 
made a confession which implicates another 
juror, and puts O’Malley ina very bad light. 
One juror will be indicted to-morrow and 
perhaps more. 


THE ATTACK ON THE PRISON, 


AN EYE-WITNESS’ VIVID DESCRIPTION OF THE 
NEW ORLEANS TRAGEDY. 


NEW ORLEANS, March 16.—In the terrible 
tumult of Saturday morning’s attack, each 
incident of which was a bloody tragedy in 
itself, the scene escaped even the actors. 

In that wildly excited throng nearly all 
were actors—few spectators. From one of 
these latter comes the first picture of the 
awful scene: 

While the impatient besiegers crowded into 
the ante-room there came sounds of the turn- 
ing of locks,and the drawing of bolts, and 
the clanging of doors, andthe noise of the 
shuffling of feet beyond the door told too 
plainly that the prisoners had been let 
loose to find refuge for themselves as best 
they could. Then there came mingled moans 
ofterror and shrieks of mortal agony. The 
prisoners huddled under beds, beneath stair- 
ways and into barrels to get out of the way of 
what they thought was certain death. 

IN THE STAIR CHAMBER. 

The Italian prisoners in the stair chamber 
begged Guard Cary on their knees for shelter. 
He opened the door and took them to the best 
place in the prison that could inthe hurry of 
the moment be hiton. This was the place 
where Joseph P. Macheca, Antonio Scaffedi 
and Antonio Marchesi, the old man, took 
refuge. There they huddeled close to one 
another, sheltered by the large. brick 
pillar and trembling for their lives 
at every cry from the crowd within 
the prison walls. The place of hiding was 
@ poor selection. The condemned cell was 
where everyone thought the men would be 
secured and hiding there was sure death. The 
place was scarcely ten feet wide and twenty 
feet long. The cells were locked and the rear 
and front doors of the cage-like concern were 
closed, but the men could have been seen 
through the grated bars of the windows on 
the corridor looking down into the courtyard 
of the prison. John Caruso, Charles Ma- 
tranga and Charles Patonio left the stair 
chamber and secreted themselves in the cells 
on the second floor of the prison, where they 
were afterwards found. Manuel Pol- 
itez hid under the rear stairway of 
the second floor of the corridor, where he 
crouched in mortal terror. His little body 
was drawn up in the smallest contrivable 
shape, and his person sheltered as much as 
could be by the stairs. Bastino Incardona 
hid on the ground floor, and the boy, Asperi 
Marchesi, when given the liberty of the 
prison, ran shrieking up and down the cor- 
ridors, exposing himself and frantically 
striving to getaway. He could not get to the 
gallery on which his father was, and beat on 
the door with his hands, yelling at the top of 
his voice and crying bitterly. These were the 
men who were on trial, and those who were 
in the stair chamber and other prisoners 
charged with the assassination of Hennessy 
took refuge in the yard. 

Mr. Carey, whose coolness throughout was 
exceedingly commendable, took charge of 
them as they huddled together in the corri- 
dor and conducted them down the stairs and 
through the lower corridor to the woman’s 
department on the Morris street side of the 
prison. This was as far removed from the 
scene of the entrance of the mob on Treme 
street as was possible to get the prisoners, 
and Mr. Carey threw back the 
door of the ,woman’s department 
and took the prisoners into the yard, 
securing them inthe second cell on the 
ground floorand within twenty feet of the 
corridor. Thecell door was not locked, sim- 
ply closed, and the corridér door was locked 
and barred, making entrance to the yard 
from the corridor a task difficult to attain, 
In the cell were huddled together Rocco 
Geraci, Pietro Monasterio, Chas. Trah, Ina 
James, Caruso, Frank Romero, Antiono 
Bagnetto and Loretto Cometz. 

Peter Matelli and Salvador Sunzeri hid in 
the dog tunnel and Charles Pietzo secreted 
himself in the rear of the women’s yard. The 
hnnted men hid and crouched in seeming se- 
curity, trembling in every muscle and quak- 
ing with fear. Their pursuers had all the 
time been battering at the inner door of the 
prison leading to the corridor on the lower 
floor, and as the cries of the prisoners seek- 
ing for safety reached their ears they tried 
the harder for admissiédn. Suddenly the 
door opened and the crowd flocked in. 
They swarmed through = the corri- 
dors on the lower floor, under 
the leadership of Mr. W. 8. Parker- 
son and Charles Ranlett, both of whom car- 
ried guns, the former a double-barrelled 
shot-gun, the lattera short gun. The other 
men, all of whom were heavily armed ,filed in 
through the open door and demanded the 
keys, which were promptly handed over to 
them. Up the stairs pell mell the crowd 
rushed and the twenty odd men ran through 
the corridors and up to the 
stair chamber, where the prisoners 
were known to have  0»been incar- 
cerated. On the way up they ran across 
young Marchesi, and cries of ‘‘He’s one of 
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mortal agony and strove to get out. Behind 
them were the two condemned cells; in front

stood at bay. The men on the out- 
side watched to catch another chance to

his feet blinded with blood ‘and half walked, 
half reeled to the lower end of the gallery. — 
Macheca was now alone with one dead and. 
one dying man. He ran to the rear door, and 
with his Indian club,he hammered away at the 
lock of the door. Blow after blow rained upom 
the lock, faster and faster struck the doomed 
man at the lock, and with each blow the 
sturdy lock was ‘oosened from its bolts. He 
had buta few more blows to strike, and the 
mob Knew that he would be free from them 
for a time at least. Cries for the key tothe 
gallery came from the band who were watch- 
ing Macheca’s frantic attempt toescape. At 
last the key came. 

MACHECA’S DEATH STRUGGLE. 

Macheca had used his time well, and buta 
blow more was necessary to make him a free 
man. The blow was struck. The large key 
grated In the lock, the sound fell on Macheca 
like his death knell and nerved him to speedy 
and decisive action. The lock was gone; he 
grasped the heavy door, and needed buta 
swing to throw the door open. That moment 
was his last on earth. Some one had got into 
position and sent a ball crashing into 
Macheca’s brain. The bullet struck him 
just below the left ear and (tore 
through his brain, fracturing the skull. 
Macheca took but one step, and with his club 
in his hand, reeled and fell. Blood poured 
from his nostrils and trickled down his face 
ina tiny stream, dyeing his white shirt and 
soaking through his,@hort coat. Marchesi was 
then the only man left aliveonthe gallery. 
He staggered out of range and leaned 
against the door through which the armed 
band were trying tocome. The key did not 
fit the lock, and another was tried. This one 
was the right key, and the bolt was throwa 
back and the men swarmed in on the gallery. 
Marchesi was leaning against the wall; the 
blood streamed from his forehead and half 
blinded him. It covered him from head to 
foot and soaked through his clothing. 

As the men entered the gallery, one of them 
presented a gun to his breast, but before he 
could pullthe trigger, Marches! grasped the 
barrelatthe muzzle and turned the gnn 
aside. The charge was fired and the load of 
buckshot tore away the man’s hand. Another 
man stood ready to kill the prisoner, and 
while the gun that tore Marchesi’s hand from 
the wrist was still smoking, and as the un- 
fortunate man was hiding his face with the 
bleeding stump one of the band placed his 
gun tothe man’s chestand fired. Marchesi 
fell with a groan, and his slayers,. 
over his prostrate form, went through | 
hall, leaving him fordead. The three men 
lay In pools of blood. Macheca had not 
moved from where he fell. Scaffedi lay, 
handsome in death, with his fine 
face covered with blood and the death 
pallog of his countenance marked most 
strikingly by the deep red blood whigh 
streamed from his head. He, too, had not — 
moved. His brain protruded from a gaping 
wound in his forehead and spattered his shirt 
sleeves. Over his chest was thrown one of 
Macheca’s arms, and in the man’s death 
‘gTasp was the Indian club, all battered and 
splintered where it had struck the steel lock 
of the door. 

THE AVENGERS’ HUNT. 

Tne avengers then turned to hunt down 
the six other Italians, who had thus far 
escaped. They turned into a corridor near 
the entrance and found a cell filled with 
trembling wretches, who, in fear of 
their lives, begged for mercy. A deputy 
sheriff informed the committee that none 
of the men wanted were in the cell and they 
passed by. Going a little further a head wag 
seen peering through a grating and a cry 
went up ‘‘That’s Scaffedi.’’ Immediately a 
voliey was fired at the prisoner, who quickly 
ducked out of range. Then the crowd was 
informed it was a case of mistaken identity, 
and moved forward. Reaching the door of 
the womanh’s department, some one said they 
were in there. A barred door prevented in- 

, but the Key was quickly produced 

y some one in the yard and seven 
men entered. One of the leaders called some 
one who knewthe men they were after, as 
every precaution must be taken to prevent 
harm from befalling any innocent man. A 
man came forward who said he knew all the 
men and he was accepted. Noone was found 
in the corridor ebceptan old negro woman, 
who said several of the Italians had sought 
to escape by running up-stairs. Fleeing foot- 
steps were heard on the floor above, confirm- 
ing the information given by the woman, and 
the lynchers sprang rapidly upthe steps in 
pursuit. 

The fugitives were followed down the flight 
of stairs into the yard occupied by negro 
prisoners, where they huddled together in a 
corner in the excitement of the moment. 
The prisoners, who had been informed they 
were the men wanted were not 
heeded in their abject cries 
mercy. A volley was poured into the 
group, which consisted of Frank Romero, 
Roco Geracci, James Caruso, Pietro Monas- 
stario, Loretto Vomitez and Chas.

Mr. Pasquale Corte,the Italian Consul here, 
says that he applied tothe Governor and the 
local authorities here for the protection of 
all the Italians under arrest and was refused. 
He then communicated with the Minister at 
Washington and with the home Government. 
Four of the eleven killed were Italian citi- 
zens—Monasterio, Marchesi, Comitez and 
Traini. The Consul also complained to the 
Chief of Police about the treatment he him- 
self was receiving on the streets. He was 
hooted and blackguarded by men and boys, 
and the fence in the rear of his home was 
torn down. He will be accorded police pro- 
tection. : 

‘*‘If you remember, the court’s special 

echarge was that undor no consideration, un- 
less we were convinced beyond the reason of 
a doubt, were we to bring a verdict of con- 
viction. We were also instructed to give cre- 
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dence to Italian testimony. In fact, we were 
asked if we would believe an Italian, and as 
we were sworn to such, we had to believe the 
uncontradicted testimony offered us in the 
alibis. 

‘*The first doubt raised in the minds of the 
jury was the extraordinary absence of Con- 
nersand Roe. Connors, who saw Hennessy 

,to the corner of Rampart and Girod streets, 

and Roe, who was present atthe very shoot- 
ing. Mr. Adams appealed to the court for the 
men totestify, and the court said it could 
not force the prosecution to put witnesses on 
the stand. 

‘‘When Monasterio was arrested a pocket- 
book was found among his personal effects. 
Only a portion of the contents were shown— 
the Peter Johnson receipt. The other papers 
were promised, but they were not forthcom- 
ing. Why was it? 

‘*Take Daure’s testimony. Who could give 
eredence toit? The streets were slimy and 
muddy, and Shakspeare’s banquet was no 
as itis now. It was a phenomenal run, which 
was contradicted by the testimony of the 
residents in the immediate vicinity, who 
estimated the duration of time occupied by 
the shooting. : 

‘There is another strong point sustaining 
us in our verdict. Why was it that ofall the 
people wholived withina stone’s throw of 
the shooting, infact directly on the scene, 
not one of them fully identified the accused, 
not even the lady who 6pened her door at the 
first shot and looked out. Peeler was the 
only one that did that, and Ithink Peeler is 
near-sighted. His eyes looked it, and Ican’t 
believe he could see well. When we went to 
the scene in the tallyho I got Sheriff Villere to 
get under the electric light at thecorner and, 
though we were hardly thirty feet away— 
one juror put it forty, we could not recognize 
him. 

‘‘] was made foreman of the jury. Mr. 
Makesy, as the oldest man, was asked but 
refused. The foremanship was forcedon me, 
and it took all my time keeping things 
straight. 

‘*‘Immediately after leaving the court-room 
we got down to business. Incardona and 
Matranga were first pronounced not guilty. 
That was by order of the court. We did 
nothing further that night except to discuss 
the evidence. We took up the Marchesis’ 
case, but did not come to any conclusion. 
Our method was totake each of the accused 
separately and decide on him individually. 

‘‘The next morning one of the jurors, who 
had objected to acquitting young Marchesi, 
said he had thought it over during the night 
and found the evidence was not sufilcient to 
convict either him or his father. 

‘‘Then we took up Macheca’s case, There 
was no evidence to prove he had rented the 
place with any evil design. We examined 
the Peterson shanty:and the jury concluded 
that any one in the conspiracy to assassinate 
the Chief, and knowing his habits (that he 
always came up Rampart street and parted 
company’*with his attendance at Girod 
street), would not have selected any other 
place than directly under that shed, as it was 
the only place of concealment offered com- 

‘manding the homeward route of the Chief. 
We acquitted Macheca. 

**As to Monasterio, there were doubts. It 
stood about evenly divided, and so we did not 
rendera verdict, preferring to leave him, 
Politez and Scaffedito some other jury. On 
these three menthe jury was about evenly 
divided, the doubt of Scaffedi’s guilt lying in 
that ollcloth indentification, and that of 
Politez on the question of identification and 
his demeanor in court. Bagnetto was ac- 
quitted on the testimony of the Italian wit- 
nesses, which we were sworn to believe.’’ 

Juror Sol J. Meyer pleaded the jury agree- 
ment as an excuse for refusing any explana- 
tion. Jurors Yochun, Chas. Boessen, John 
Berry, Jr., Walter D. Livaudais, E, J. Don- 
egan, Wm. G. Leahy and Henry L. Tronchet 
gave unsatisfactory brief statements, plead- 
ing the jury agreed not to talk. Tronchet 
Was caught with difficulty, but refused ad- 
mission to the questioner. 

Juror Charles Heyob was locked in his own 
house, but barred the door against the visit- 
ors’ admission. His mother-in-law came to 
the door and announced that Heyob was then 
in the house, but would not come forward. 

Juror Wm. Mackesy justified his conduct as 
follows: 

**As tothe grounds on whichI formed my 
opinion I will say that the State did wrong. 
Why were not Connor and Roe put on the 
Stand? Roe ought to have been produced. 
He was with Hennessy. He spoke to Hen- 
nessy. He was there when the shooting com- 
menced. 

‘*Oonnor should have been produced. He 
had just left the Chief, and could only have 
been a short distance away. He spoke to 
the Chief and helped him, and yet he is not 
putonthe stand. ‘‘Why is it that the elder 
Mrs. Peterson was not sworn for the State? 
She talked with the man who rented the 
house—tiiis Peter Johnson, or whoever he 
was. 

‘*‘Why didn’t the State produce the entire 
' Contents of Monasterio’s pocket-book? They 
showed the Peter Johnson feceipt, but 
nothing: else, and he livedinthe shanty for 
some time, long enough to get another re- 
ceipt. 

**In the case of the men Politez,Scaffedi and 
Monasterio, the jury stood 6 to 6—sometimes 
6 and 6—but I can’t tell you any more; you are 
going too far; I told you 1 was pledged. But if 
there is any talk about this, any questioning 
of my action, I'll tell everything that tran- 
spired.’’ 

Juror Arnold F. Welle said that there were 
many exciting scenes in the deliberating 
room after the case had been submitted to 
the jurors, and each of the accused was 
taken under consideration separately, and 
his guilt or innocense passed upon by ballot. 
The jury was evenly divided, six for acquittal 
pure and simple of all of the accused, and 
six who were convinced of the guilt of some, 
and endeavored to have the penalty of the 
. law dealt outtothem. Mr. Wille named as 
among the. latter six, Wm. Mackesy, John 
Berry, Jr., and himself. Noamount of per- 
suasion could induce him to name the other 
three, and even when the names were called 
individually, he declined to specify them, 
He said that the above three were generally 
of the same opinion and stuck together. 

The ‘‘guilty’’ six were of the opinion that 
Macheca should be found guilty, at least 
without capital punishment, but the other 

consent, so he was declared 
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dict of guilty without capital punishment, 
but those for conviction would not budge an 
inch, and their resoluteness resulted in the 
mistrial of these three men. 

From a person who wasina position to 
know, tne jury stood six to hang Scaffedli, 
Monasterio and Politez. There were three of 
the jury who were not in favor of convicting 
anybody, and the other three scattered their 
votes. The three who were for bringingina 
verdict of ‘‘not guilty’’ were that way all 
through, and no amount of argument could 
change them. 


* §ICILIANS DENOUNCED. 


A PROMINENT ITALIAN’S STRONG WORDS—IN- 
DIGNATION MEETING AT CHICAGO. 

CINCINNATI, O., March 16.—The statements 
made by Dr. Rovagli, one of the most prom- 
inent Italians in this city, have occasioned 
much comment. Speaking of the riot he 
said there was such an organization as the 
Mafia in New Orleans and that it was com- 
posed of the very worst element of the Sicil- 
lan people. ‘‘They are not Italians,’’ he 
said, ‘‘but Sicilians, the worst 
of them at No doubt 
many murders been committed 
by them in New Orleans. My government 
will, I presume, ask explanation and much 
diplomatic correspondence will be the re- 
sult.’’ 

In conclusion he said that there were 12,000 
Sicilians in New Orleansand that the great 
mass of them were worthless and dangerous 
to the community in which they lived. 

MEETING OF ITALIANS IN CHICAGO. 

CHICAGO, March 16.—The meeting of Ital- 
ians called here yesterday to take action re- 
garding the occurrence at New Or- 
lears Saturday was largely attend- 
ed. Dr. Volici presided and deliv- 
ered a most impassioned address. Among 
other things he said that Italy should de- 
mand reparation in the name of justice, 
humanity and civilization, even if that 
country had tospeak with the voice of her 
guns. The sentiment was loudly applauded. 

Stefana Malata, editor of L’America, an 
Italian by birth, strongly denounced the 
mob. He did not approve of the methods of 
the Mafia, but did not see what justice there 
was in the slaughter of eleven men after 
they had been acquitted be an American 
court. 

Strong addresses were also made by S. Gal- 
majia of L’Italia, Chas. Barry and Durantl. 
The following telegram was prepared and 
sent Secretary Biaine: 

We, Italians by birth, Americans by choice, as- 
sembled in mass meetin , . unanimously rotest 
against the cowardly and lawless act of the New Or- 
leans mob, aided bythe tacit consent ofthe local 
authorities, and demand of the Federal Govern- 
ment satisfactory fepeeeeen, the severe punish- 
ment of the leaders who were activein breaking the 
laws gparentering the right of citizenship and 
hospitality. 

Telegrams were also sent to Pasquale Corte, 
Italian Consul at New Orleans, and the Italo 
Americano at New York. 


INTENSE FEELING IN ITALY. 


A PROMPT DEMAND BY THE GOVERNMENT FOR 
SATISFACTORY REPARATION. 

Lonpow, March 16.—The latest advices from 
Rome and other points in Italy state that the 
Italian newspapers comment in 
strong language on the massacre of 
Italians in America. Various suggestions are 
made as to obtaining satisfaction, nearly all 
uniting, however, inthe assertion that un- 
less satisfaction is given, the Italian govern- 
ment should have nothing to do with the 
Chicago exhibition, and should withdraw the 
support promised already. It is insisted that 
the Italian government shall spare no efforts 
to have the murderers brought 
to justice, whoever they may be, 
and one paper significantly adds_ that 
this is necessary in order to make Italy a free 
country for Americans to visit. Popular feel- 
ing on the subject is even stronger than on 
Sunday, and almost nothing else is talked of 
in the streets. At Palermo, Sicily, it would 
be dangerous for an American to be recog- 
nized as such, and the few there have already 
departed for Southern France, or places in 
Italy where their nationality is not known. 
The Italian Embassy in London has been be- 
sieged with callers and messengers to-day, 
urging action on the part of Italy to obtain 
satisfaction, and one excited person was 
heard to propose an immediate declaration 
of war and a raid by Italy’s fleet on Ameri- 
can commerce. 

ITALY’S FRIENDLY ATTITUDE. 

The Popolo Romano -to-day referring to the 
New Orleans tragedy says: ‘‘Relying on the 
foresight of the Americen authorities, and 
out of regard for a sincerely friendly power, 
Italy has refrained from sending an iron-clad 
to the mouth of the Mississippi.’’

SECRETARY BLAINE’S ACTION. 
WASHINGTON, DBD. C., March 16, New 
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Orleans lynching was formally brought to 
the attention of the Government officials by 
Baron Fava,the accredited Italian Minister 
here. After going through the formalities 
the Secretary of State sent the following tel- 
egram to Gov. Nicholls of Louisiana: 

Ithas been represented to the President by the 
Minister of Italy accredited to this Government that 
among thé yictims of the deplorable massacre which 
took place in the City of New Orleans yesterday 
were three ormore subjects of the King of Italy. 
Our treaty with that friendly Government (which 
underthe constitution is the supreme law of the 
soggy | wre yg Ne to the Italian subjects domiciled in 
the United States the most constant protection 
and security their persons and 
property—making them amenable on the 
same basisas our own citizens to the laws of the 
United States and of the several States in their due 
and orderly administration. The President deeply 
regrets that the citizens of New Orleans should 
have so disparaged the purity and adequacy of their 
own judicial tribunals as to transfer to the passion- 
ate judgment ofa mob a question that should have 
been adjudicated dispassionately and by settled rules 
of law. The Government of the United States 
must give to the subjects of friendly 
Powers that security which it demands for our own 
citizens when a ge! pe under a foreign jurisdic- 
tion. Itis the hope of the President that you will 
co-operate with himin maintaining the obligations 
of the United States toward the Italian subjects who 
may be within the perils of the present excitement, 
that present bloodshed and violence may be pre- 
vented and that all offenders against the law may be 
promptly brought to justice. ; 

What the results will be or what steps will 
be taken further than is expressed in Mr. 
Blaine’s telegram cannot be learned. Neither 
Mr. Blaine nor Baron Fava were at their 
homes last night, and at the Italian Minls- 
ter’s nothing could be learned of the inten- 
tions of the Italian Government. 

The telegram from Secretary Blaine to Gov. 
Nicholls of Louisiana was sent as the conse- 
quence of representations made orally by the 
Italian Minister to Secretary Blaine Saturday 
afternoon and again yesterday morning 
orally, and subsequently to-day in writing to 
the following effect: The Minister protested 
against the conduct of the local authorities 
of New Orleans, who, he said, not only 
failed to prevent the meeting, which had 
been publicly announced two days before as 
intended to beof acharacter hostile to the 
Italians, but also held an attitude purely 
passive during the massacre of the Italians in 
the jail. He proceeded to make an appeal 
that the good offices of the Federal Govern- 
ment be exerted tocall the attention of the 
New Orleans authorities to what he termed 
their strict duties in the interest of justice 
and of civilization to protect, according 
to their treaty stipulations, the lives 
ofthe Italians who are still menaced and 
to deliver to justice the culpable authors, 
accomplices and instigators of yesterday’s 
massacre. The Minister said also in his 
formal protest that he was obliged also to re- 
serve for his Government the right to demand 
any and all other reparation that his Govern- 
ment might judge to be fit and necessary. 
The Minister moreover made an earnest ap- 
peal to the traditional friendship between 
the two countries, as well as to the sentiment 
of justice of the President and of the Secre- 
tary of State in order to secure the aid and as- 
sistance of the Federal Administration to put 
an end to the present regretable state of af- 
fairs.

JUSTIFIED BY MAJ. MANNING. 


OF NEW ORLEANS ON THE 
MAFIA. 

Boston, Mass., March 16,—Maj. E. F. Man- 
ning, City Clerk of New Orleans, is somewhat 
indisposed at Young’s Hotel in this city. Seen 
by a reporter regarding the citizens’ uprising 
in New Orleans Saturday Maj. Manning sald: 

‘*Itis hard to say when mob law is justifi- 
able, but ifan occasionever demanded it, it 
was the abortive result of the trial of those 
men for the murder of Chief Hennessy. This 
Mafia is a society of murderers, of 
paid assassins. For sums of money 
ranging as low as $5 it was possible to get an 
enemy ora rival. put out of the way. The 
Mafia had never been molested till Hennessy 
came into office. New Orleans had never had 
a Chief of Police who dared to attack it. 
When the Mafia said a man must die his death 
was swift and sure. It was never known to 
fail. A murderer might escape the penalty 
of the law but never tne decree of the Mafia.’’ 

Maj. Manning, after describing the meth- 
ods and numerous crimes of the Mafia, con- 
tinued: ‘*This was nota wild uprising of a 
crazy mob, It was thecalm, deliberate ac- 
tion of the best element of thecity. Law- 
yers, doctors, merchants and the higher 
grades of society were there and they felt 
that something must be done. They, the 
court of last resort—the people—knew that 
those men were murderers, and that no 
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mian’s life would be safe if through bare- | 


faced intimidation. the Mafia were al- 
lowed to escape the law. They’ took 
it in “thelr own hands and who 
can Diame them? The result must be a source 


of dismay to the Mafia. It means its utter 
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destruction, inmy opinion. The movement 
against it will proceed until it is driven from 
New Orleans. If any more assassinations 
should follow to wreak the vengeance of the 
Mafia, the people would rise ina body and 
sweep the whole race from the face of the 
earth. The present. Chief of Police is follow- 
ing in Hennessy’s steps and thecity govern- 
ment is determined to uproot the evil.’”’ 


COMMENTS OF THE PRESS. 


THE KILLING OF THE MEMBERS OF THE MAFIA 
CONDEMNED. 

NEw YorRK, March 16.—The following edi- 
torials upon the New Orleans killing are 
printed here this morning. The WORLD says: 

The reputable citizens of New Orleans, who on 
Saturday ras to death the persons accused of the 
murder of Chief Hetinessy, have need to do a good 
deal of serious thinking. Itis not quite true that no 
ood ever comés out of this kind of violence. In ex- 
reme cases lynching has sometimes acted as a 
deterrent influence upon lawlessness when no less 
violent means would have _ sufficed. But 
the remedy is a drastic one at best, and 
the organized community which _ finds its 
application necessary condemns itseif, for no organ- 
ized community can fall into a state to justity or even 
to excuse sucha resort unless its poe, and espe- 
cially its best and most influential people, have be- 
trayed their trust as citizens and negligently per- 
mitted corruption to honeycomb their public offices. 
The good citizens of New Orleans have much of prof- 
itable reflection to do just now. 


THE ‘‘TRIBUNE:’’ 


The more the New Orleans murders are investi- 
gated the worsethe whole transaction appears. It 
cemes to this, that in such acommupitv no man’s 
life is safe if any personal enemy can contrive to ex- 
cite a popular belief that heis guilty. The very 
violence of assertion and vituperation by the leaders 
ofthe mob goes far to create the impression that 
theirown minds were not free from doubt. Thisis 
partcetatty true in regard to the alleged bribery of 
the jury. Ifthereisany evidence that such acrime 
was committed that evidence has not yet been trans- 
mitted by telegraph, and it was fearfully suppressed 
by the speakers who addressed the mob. 


THE ‘‘TIMES:’’ 


There is no doubt that the mob’s victims were des- 
perate ruffians and murderers. Those sneaking and 
cowardly Sicilians, the descendants of bandits and 
assassins who have transported to this country the 
lawless passions, the cut-throat practices and the 
oath-bound societies of their native country,are to us 
a pest without mitigations. Our own rattlesnakes 
are co peee citizens asthey. Ourown murderers are 
men of feeling and nobility compared to them. These 
men of the Mafia killed Chief Hennessy under cir- 
cumstances of peculiar atrocity. That assas- 
sination was a menace to the peace and good order 
of tlie city of New Orleans and to every one of 
its inhabitants. ti ay 4 and law-abiding persons 
will not pretend that the butchery of the Italians was 
either ‘‘justifiable or proper.’’ There is no room 
for argument about that, for before the argument be- 
gine we must grant the postulate that our civiliza- 

ion and our patiently constructed system of criminal 
jurisprudence are failures. Yet, while every good 
citizen will readily assent to the proposition that this 
affair isto be deplored, it would be difficult to find 
any one individual who would confess that privately 
he ro itvery much.

THE ‘‘SUN:’’ 

In the character of the men who led the well- 
organized mob to the slaughter of the Italians in 
New Orleans on Saturday, and in the force and ex- 
tent of the public sentiment that sustains the lawless 
pescenene: the affair is without parallel in the his- 

ory of this country. There is to-day a Senator of the 
United States who, with his own hands, has helped 
to string up we know not how many dozens of rascals 
convicted by no court of law. But in the case of 
such organizations as the vigilantes of California and 
Montana lynch law supplied in a rough and some- 
times blundering way the entire absence of any con- 
stitutional or legal process for the protection of 
society and the punishment of crime.

populace,’’ etc. Mr. Moreton Frewen also 
commends the action of ‘‘the men of Louis- 
lana, who are not spoiled by the spirit of 
submission to the letter of thelaw, which 
has done so much to emasculate the human 
race.’’

DENVER, Colo., March 16.—J. H. Moore, 
formerly a lieutenant of police in New Or- 
leans, states that the killing of Hennessy was 
due an old feud between the detectives of that 
city and that while the Mafia may have had 
something todo with it, the accused were 
nothing more than hired assassins. 


WILL TAKE NO ACTION. 


ST. LOUIS ITALIANS OPPOSED TO MAKING A NA- 
TIONAL QUESTION OF THE AFFAIR. 

Mr. Domenico Ginocchio, the Italian Consul 
here, says that his countrymen in St. Louis 
will take no action as a body in regard to the 
killing at New Orleans. While they deplore 
the terrible affairand consider the mob as 
bad as the menthey killed, even supposing 
the prisoners to have been guilty, they do 
not believe that any gvuod will come froma 
public meeting here ora public denunciation 
of the crime. Mr. Ginocchio was seen in 
company with several other prominent 
Italians this morning and they all seemed to 
think that the best thing was to drop the 
matter andletthe excitement over it sub- 
side. If any meetingon the subject was to 
be held, none of the gentlemen had 
Italian circles here. They didn’t care to talk 
heard of it nor had _ they heard 
the New Orleans affair discussed in 
about the matter themselves, except to say 
that there was no justification for the out- 
rage. Mr. Ginocchio said that he had been 
well acquainted with one of the victims of the 
mob, Joseph Macheca, and that he always 
considered him a very nice man. ‘‘I had 
dealings with him for twenty-five years, and 
with his father, too,’’ said the Consul, ‘‘and 
always found him to be a gentleman.’’ 

ITALIAN SOCIETIES WILL TAKE NO ACTION, 

The principal Italian society in the city Is 
the Societa D’Unione E Fratellanza Italiana, 
but their next monthly meeting will not be 
held until next month, and no special meet- 
ing isto be called on account of the New Or- 
leans affair. The society isa benevolent or- 
ganization, and one ofthe officers said this 
morning that it would not take any official 
notice of the matter. The twenty-sixth an- 
nual ball of the society will be held Saturday 
evening, April 4, at Uhrig’s Cave. 

DENOUNCED BY PROF. BARRICELLI. 

Prof. Gerard Barricelli is more outspoken in 
his denunciation of the New Orleans killing 
than the 8t. Louis representative of the 
Italian Government, and although an 
adopted citizenof this country he does not 
hesitate to denounce in most bitter terms the 
shooting and lynching of the eleven sus- 
pected Sicilians. ‘‘it was most in- 
human,’’ he said this morning, ‘‘a 
most brutal, barbarous outrage and a 
crying disgrace against the municipal 
government of New Orleans for ahd State 
government of Louisiana. The Mayor of the 
city and the Government of the State knew 
that the jail was to be assaulted by a mob in 
plenty time to protect the prisoners, but they 
didn’t have the moral to interfere. I 
don’t know now 

’ 
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Saturday morning. I 
a Sicilian? No, lam an American citizen and 
am proud of it. I was born in Rome and lived 
in Italy until 1874, but I was never in Sicily ex- 
cept asa soldier. Was I acquainted with any 
of the men killed? I can’t say as to that, but 
if Lever met them it wasat Palermoin 1866, 
and as an enemy , not as a friend, 
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in Sicily that year. Iwasthen a Lieutenant 
inthe Italian army, and was stationed at 
Venice in our war with Austria. News came 
of a revoluion in Sicily, and I was seat with 
500 other soldiers, mostly young conscripts, 
who had never seen real service, to as- 
sistin quelling the uprising. It happened 
that almost the entire army was gathered 
near the Austrian boundary, and when we 
arrived at Palermo we found the Government 
buildings with scarcely any protection. We 
had been there but alittle while when the 
city was invaded by avast mob of people 
from the surrounding country all under the 
leadership of the Mafia society and other ban- 
dits from the mountains. They soon cap- 
tured the entire city with the exception of 
three buildings—the prison, the Royal Palace 
and the principal bank ofthe city. These we 
defended and successfully against the mob 
for four days, when reinforcements arrived 
from the continent in the shape of thirteen 
vessels with 14,000 troops. The revolution 
was then soon put down and the leaders of it 
executed. Of the 500 soldiers who had de- 
fended the three buildings named, all were 
killed or taken prisoners by the Mafla except 
sixty, including myself, and many of those 
captured were afterwards butchered by the 
mob. There were 4,000 prisoners in the jail 
we defended, but in this case the mob was 
trying to free them instead of to kill them. 
The bank was of course a special object of 
attack because it contained $26,000,000. Many 
of the insurgents were driven from the coun- 
tryand many others escaped, and I believe 
thatthe mostof them found their way to 
New Orleans. I don’t deny thatI killeda 
good many of the Mafia myself and that I was 
breveted by the Government for it, but it was 
my duty as a soldier to do it.’’ 
ORIGIN OF THE MAFTA. 

The professor fought with Garibaldi in 1961 
and afterwards served eight years in the Ital- 
lan army. Speaking of the Mafia he said 
that the society was organized 
for the protection of the weak 
and defenseless against the rich and power- 
ful. Corruption in high circles prevented the 
conviction and often the prosecution of 
monied criminals, and the object of the so- 
clety was to right these wrongs. It gradually 
degenerated, as might have been expected, 
and crimes of all kinds were committed in the 
narhe of the virtuous Mafia. They killed people 
suspected of murder, rape and other crimes, 
and were particularly severe on persons sup- 
posed to have wronged women in any way. 
They were assisted by the Monks, and evea in 
the storming of Palermo in 1866, many of the 
clergy sided with them, just as I suppose 
some of the clergymen in New Orleans are 
now upholding the murder of the Mafia last 
Saturday. I don’t say that the New Orleans 
men who were killed belonged to that soci- 
ety, for I don’t know anything about it, but 
even if they did and even if 
they killed Chief of Police Hen- 
nessy, they should have been protected 
by the authorities and the better class of cit- 
izens, but instead ofthat, the best people of 
the city seem to have connived at the mur- 
der and to have actually encouraged the mob 
in their diabolical work. I understand that 
$30,000 was devoted to hunting up evidence 
against the poor devils, and that whether 
found guilty or innocent, the intention from 
the first was to mob the prisoners.

THE REPUBLICAN COUNCIL TICKET CER- 
TIFIED TO RECORDER CARLISLE. 


A Growing Belief That Comfort, Grass- 
muck and Vogel Will Have to Look for 
Other Running Mates—The Citizens’ 
Municipal Party Firm in Its Demand 
for a Special Caption—Notes. 


Messrs. L. B. Ripley, Delos R. Haynes and 
William Hammerstein have not yet decided 
whether or not they will allow their names to 
stay on the Republican ticket, but the im- 
pression is widespread that two, and proba- 
bly three will decline. There is no doubt 
as to the intentions of Councilmen C. D. Com- 
fort, John Vogel and Delegate George Grass- 
muck. They are not expected to refuse the 
nominations they worked so assiduously to 
®secure. Messrs. Ripley, Hammerstein and 
Haynes state to-day what they said Saturday 
when they were informed that they had 
been nominated. That is, they will not 
divulge their intentions until they are 
officially informed of their nomination by the 
officers of the convention. If they stand by 
this declaration they will keep the expectant 
public in suspense for some time as the con- 
vention officers take the position that 
their duty ends in the filing of the certificate 
with the Recorder of Voters. 

THE CERTIFICATES FILED. 

They performed this duty at 1lo’clock this 
afternoon. The certificates bearing the 
* Dames of the six nominess were 
handed to Recorder Carlisle by Assistant 
Secretary McGrew of the city convention, 
“ind after examining them that official saw 
yney were in proyer form and accepted them. 
sps proceedure was made necessary by the 
Australian ballot reform system. 

When questioned Mr. McGrew said: ‘‘We 
have filed the certificates of nomination, and 
if any of the candidates wish to decline they 
have only to notify the Recorder, who will in 
turn notify us. The Central Committee has 
power to fill vacancies, but we hope there 
will be no occasion for the exercise of that 
power.’’ 

Recorder Carlislesaid: ‘‘The certificates of 
the Republican nominees are now in pos- 
session. Itakeit that ifany of the candi- 
dates are averse to making therace they 
will give me notice and I will communicate it 
to the Central organization.’’ 

When seen to-day, Mr. Hammerstein said 
that he was considering what he ought to do, 
but would not give any decision until he re- 
ceived his official notice. Messrs. Haynes 
and Ripley spoke in the same strain. 


The Independents Active. 


Judge Anderson’s court was the stage on 
which an amusing scene occurred this morn- 
ing. Peter Munford, Michael Friel, Hugh 
Beste and Calvin Hines were arraigned on a 
charge of violating the city ordinance and the 
prosecutor was Dave Hogan, who has ob- 
tained a position as Deputy Street Inspector. 
The defendants are the men who were ar- 
rested on Saturday for distributing the circu- 
lars of the Independents. Dave Hogan, over- 
zealous in behalf of the machine, had them 
arrested because he saw the circulars on the 
streets and thought it would be easy to prove 
that the distributers threw them there, but the 
policeman who made the arrest*“at the 
request’ of the politician was in court 
ready totestify that he saw the defendants 
hand circulars to passers by, but threw none 
on the streets. The cases were laid over un- 
til to-morrow to enable the defendants to ob- 
tain counsel.The Independents expect to meet 
such opposition at every turn. 

The papers in the test case to be submitted 
to the court are ready. Mr. G. A. Finkeln- 
berg is the attorney of the Independents and 
to-day he will file a petition for mandamus to 
require the Recorder of Voters to show 
caueejwhy the ticket heading should not. be 
placed upon the ballot. This is 
in the nature of a friendly 
suit for Recorder Carlisle said he would be 
perfectly willing to submit the case to court 
for a decision and to abide by that decision, 
promising to answer the suit promptly and 
cause as little delay as possible. The argu- 
ment for the Independents will not be long. 
The law is clear upon the point and can 
easily be set forth. 

Sec. 3 of the Australian law concludes thus: 
*-The certificate (of nomination) may also 
designate by anamethe party or principal 
which such nominee shall represent.’’ Sec. 
17, describing what the ballot shall contain 
says: ‘‘The names of candidates nominated 
by each party shall be grouped together upon 
the proper ballot, and each group be headed 
by the name of the political party by which 
the candidates composing said groups are 
placed in nomination. Every ballot shall 
also contain the name of the party or 
principal which the candidates represent, as 
contained in the certificate of nomination.’’ 

Mr’. Carlisle, by the advice of his attorney, 
holds that when the law says the candidates 
of each party shall be grouped together un- 
der a heading it means the candidates of a 
party which casts acertain per cent of the 
votes at the preceeding general election. He 
proposes to declare on the ballot ‘‘the name 
of the party or principal represented by the 
Independents by printing the words ‘‘Inde- 
pendent Municipal Ticket’’ in small type 
after each name, but he also proposes to 
group all the Independents together, with 
whatever others might be nominated, under 
the heading ‘‘Nominated by Electors.’’ 

The law does not authorize the holding of 
primaries or a convention by any party which 
did not cast 3 per cent of the vote at the last 
general election, but it does authorize a new 
party to nominate by a petition and to havea 
place on the ballot. If the Recorder’s view 
should be maintained, never, as long asthe 
present election law remains the law 
of the State. could a new party have a 
place on the ballot until it had 
existed through one election. If 9% 
per cent ofthe voters were to declare that 
they had organized a new party, call it what- 
ever they will, the 5 per cent remaining, 
which would represent the old parties, could 
have their tickets on the ballot, but all the 
nominees of the 9% per cent would have to go 
onthe ballot under the head, ‘‘nominated 
by electors.’’ 

Recorder Carlisle will probably answer the 
petition to-morrow, and the arguments may 
be heard by Wednesday or Thursday at the 
outside. 


A Large Field to Pick From. 


The Democratic leaders generally say to- 
day thata straight-out ticket will be nomi- 
nated at Thursday’s convention. In other 
words, the Democratic convention will treat 
the Citizens’ municipal candidates just as the 
Republican gathering did at Central 
Turner Hall Saturday. Despite the 
- predictions of the bosses there 
are Democrats in the southern part 
of the city who are determined to make an 
effort to secure the indorsement of Mr. P. J.

AN EASTERN MYSTERY. 
The Swift and Wonderful Secret Mail of 
India. 


From the Providence Journal. 

What is known as the ‘‘secret mail’” of 
India has for more than a generation per- 
plexed the English mind, andis still a pro- 
found mystery ,although numberless attempts 
have been made to explain it. Every one 
who has lived long in Asiatic countries is 
aware that the accurate knowledge of 
important happenings at a distance is 


often possessed by the natives a consid- 
erable time before itis obtained by the gov- 
ernment, andeven though special facilities 
had been provided for the transmission of 
the news. This was frequently and conspicu- 
ously illustrated throughout the Sepoy re- 
bellion. Happenings occurring hundreds of 
miles away were tn known in the basnrd 
hours and sometimes days before the news 
reached the authorities, and the information 
obtained was regarded as so trustworthy 
that the natives speculated upon it even to 
the full entent of their fortunes. Indeed, 
upon one occasion the ‘‘secret mail’’ beat 
the government courier by fully twelve 
hours, although every endeavor had. been 
made to secure the swiftest dispatch. 

The Hindoos themselves say, when they 
consent to talk about it at all, that they de- 
pend neither upon horses nor men, and have 
no secret code of signals, but that they do 
possess a system of thought transmission 
which ts as familiar to them as isthe electric 
telegraph to the Western world. Any one 
may accept this explanation that will. But 
though most people with less fondness forthe 
mysterious and a_ better knowledge of 
the weakness of the Hindoos for 
making riddles of the simplest facts 
will look fora more prosaic explanation, it 
remains to be said that none has been forth- 
coming. The ‘‘secret mail’’ is an indubitable 
reality, and no Westerner has ever succeeded 
in solving its mystery. If news be trans- 
mitted by signals, noone hasever seen the 
signalers; norif there is a vast system of 
stages in operation, covering hundreds and 
thousands of miles, has anyone ever come 
across any of its machinery. And indeed it 
would seem that some means of communica- 
tion must be had at the command of the 
natives more rapid than horses or runners.

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STABBED HIS SON. 


PROBABLY FATAL AFFRAY OVER SOME 
STOLEN MONEY. 


An Aged Tailor and His Shears—Judge 
Warder Improving — The New York 
Electrocution Cases in the United 
States Supreme Court. , 


GAINESVILLE, Tex., March 16.—The Marlow 
mob cases cqme up to-day and-a special 
venire of sixty men from Abilene County has 
been submitted, from which the jury will be 
selected. Ofthe sixteen men indicted one 
has been tried and acquitted, two have since 
died from close confinementin jail, and the 
rest will be tried en masse at the present 
term of court. They are among the 
most prominent citizens of Graham 
County, one being the Prosecuting Attorney 
for the State when its bloody mob work was 
done. The four Marlow brothers, in chains, 
were being taken from Graham to Weather- 
ford, when they were attacked by a mob, two 
of the brothers being killed outright and two 
wounded. The latter escaped by cutting off 
the legs of the two dead brothers, to whom 
they were chained, and gaining a farm-house 
near by, where they surrendered to an officer 
nextday. They have since been tried and 
acquitted. The Marlow brothers were con- 
sidered desperadoes and were charged with 
countless cattle ana horse thefts and several 
murders. The two Marlow brothers were 
placed as guards overthe present prisoners 
and are of course the principal witnesses for 
the prosecution. Judge McCormick is 
charged with vindictiveness in refusing bail 
in any of the cases now pending. 


A Horrible Crime. 


MOUNT PLEASANT, Mich., March 16.—A most 
horrible crime was committed yesterday at 
the little town of Wise Station, eleven miles 
from here. Thethree little girls of Dennis 
Burns, aged 8,6 and 4 years, respectively, 
were left fora few minutes by their mother. 
She went offafter a pail of waterand stood 
gossiping with some neighbors. When she 
returned toward tne house she found it was 
in flames. Thetwo youngest she saved, but 
the oldest was so badly burnedthat she died 
a few minutes later. She told her story, 
however, to the effect thata bigman had 
assaulted her and then set fire tothe hut. 
The two youngest corroborated the story. No 
clew to the fiend has been found. 


Stabbed by His Father. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., March 16.—Jos. Voight, 
25 years of age, isin a critical condition, the 
result of several stabs inflicted by his aged 
father, Alois Voight. The elder Voight has a 
tailor shop, where his son is employed. A 
sum of money was missed from the cash 
drawer, and the father and son accused each 
other of takingit. In his anger, the son was 
ebout toassault his father, when the latter 
grabbed a pair of shears and thurst the 
blades into his: son’s body, one wound being 
in the chest, one in the abdomen and the 
third in the thigh. The doctors have but 
little hopes of the young man’s recovery. 


New York Electrocution Cases. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 16.—The United 
States Supreme Court to-day advanced the 
New York electrocution case of Wood against 
Brush, and set it down for argument on the 
first Monday-of April next. In the Judiro 
case “4 new citation was ordered to be issued, 
directing the counsel for the prisoner to 
come into court on the same day Woods’ case 
isto be heard, when argument will be pro- 
ceeded with. 


Other Crimes. 

Noah Young and his three sons started after 
School Teacher L. A. Allen’s scalpat Eno,a 
small town near Springfield, O., this morn- 
ing. They dragged Allen out, knocked him 
down witha billy and nearly kicked him to 
death, because, as alleged, he punished 
Young’s smallest son with undue severity.

WILL RUSH THE WORK. 


ARCHITECT MANN’S PLANS FOR THE 
NEW CITY HALL. 


It Will Take Two Years to Finish the 
Brick Work—Preparing the Streets for 
St. Patrick’s Day Procession—Asphal- 
tum Driveways. 


Architect Mann incharge of the new City 
City Hallis making preparations for a big 
rush of work as soon asthe weather breaks, 
and it becomes an assured factthat no more 
frost can be looked for. There are three 
divisions of the work under contract and one 
in sight. Thestone foundation masonry is 
partially finished and nearly all the material 
is on the ground. The granite masonry, 
which is the next in order, 
is contracted for and at the 
contractor’s quarry seventy miles down the 
Iron Mountain road the granite blocks are be- 
ing taken out as fast as steamand dynamite 
can doit. The brick work, which will take 
nearly two years of steady work to complete, 
is under contract for $153,000, andthe bricks 
are now in course of manufacture. Avery 
busy scene will be presented in the big square 
on Twelfth street when work is fairly started. 


Asphaltum Driveways. 


The statistics obtained by Street Commis- 
sioner Murphy from Columbus, Cincinnati 
and other Eastern cities, where asphalt is 
largely used in the construction of streets 
show that the method of preparing the road- 
bed and laying the surface material is radi- 
cally different from that followed here when 
some of the streets were paved with that 
material. It hasnot been shown that any 
better results have been obtained in other 
places or that the cost of maintenance Is less 
thanitis here. The plan of cleaning and 
sprinkling these streets is different from 
ours, and the Commissioner may visit some 
of the cities named to examine personally the 
whole matter relating tothe construction, 
maintenance and care of the asphaltum 
streets. 


Preparations for St. Patrick’s Day. 


Supt. Duffy of the Street Department and 
Supt. Bill Johnson of the Sprinkling Depart- 
ment had their heads together to-day 
trying to decide how they could arrange for 
St. Patrick’s Day. The question they had to 
solve was not how they could get off in time 
to join the cohorts, but how they would go 
about getting the line of march in 
proper shape. Mr. Duffy said _  dis- 
consolately: ‘‘They are going over 
every improved street in the city, and I’1l 
be durned if Iknow how to get the thing 
fixed.’’ Supt. Johnson took a brighter view 
of the matter and asserted that if Mr. Duffy 
would get the mud away he would look after 
whatever dust might arise. In any event 
both departments will act in concert and get 
the line of march inthe best possible shape. 


King’s Highway and Manchester Road. 


Commissioner Murphy is receiving calls 
daily from those interested in the improve- 
ment of King’s highway from the cemeteries 
to Forest Park. Since the publication of his 
letter to Mayor Noonan presenting the pro- 
posed boulevard system,the property-owners 
on the lines of the driveways are asking for 
estimates as to the approximate cost per 
front foot of the contemplated improve- 
ments. There can be no doubt thata large 
amount of property will soon change hands 
on King’s highway north of the park because 
of the belief that an effort will be made to in- 
es gg a comprehensive plan of construc- 

ion along the thoroughfare in the locality 
named. 

A numerously signed petition has been pre- 
sented to the Board of Public Improvements 
for the partfal fmprovement of Manchester 
road from Morgan.Ford road to Columbia 
avenue. The requestis made on the basis of 
an agreement which the property owners 
claim was entered into by the Street Depart- 
ment and those interested in the improve- 
ment atthetime a portionof the old Man- 
chester road was vacated. The committee 
on Streets will prepare and present an ordl- 
nance for the partial construction of the 
roadway named.

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ELECTING SENATORS. 


The naming of a California Senator to 
succeed HEARST is treated in the reports 
from San Francisco and the comments of 
the press as a matter to be determined by 
HUNTINGTON, STANFORD, CROCKER and 
CLAUS SPRECKELS; four plutocrats who 
are said to be disagreeing on the subject at 
present and supporting several different 
candidates. It seems to be taken for 
granted that the new Senator will be 
elected, not by the Legislature, but by 
these four magnates, or by the strongest 
combination that can be formed among 
them, and thatthe will or preference of 
the people will cut no figure at all in the 
contest. 

The man chosen will therefore owe his 
election to the power of four enormous for- 
tunes notoriously obtained, through 
crooked legislation, from the public do- 
main and public Treasury of the United 
States; and in the Senate he will distinctly 
represent a combination of corporate inter- 
ests known to be intent upon robbing the 
Treasury of another hundred millions. — 

There is in the contrast between the 
California and Illinois elections a signifi- 
cance that should unite the people of all 
parties and of every State in a demand for 
the Palmer plan of referring Senatorial 
elections to the people so as to secure 
specific instructions from them when they 
elect Legislatures that are to elect United 
States Senators. The people now instruct 
their presidential electors, not one of 
whom has ever disobeyed his _ in- 
structions in electing a President. 
But for the _ satisfactory operation 
of this custom, which has become 
an unwritten but universally accepted law 
of American politics, the Electoral Colleges 
would have been disgraced and abolished 
by constitutional amendment long ago. 
Why not apply the same corrective to the 
election of Senator? 

The considerable body of Senators of the 
Brice type who notoriously owe their 
seats to their money or to some powerful 
corporation, isaspectacle which condemns 
the system of giving uninstructed Legisla- 
tures carte blanche to auction off seats in 
the United States Senate. The sale of 
Senatorships by legislative caucuses and 
steering committees to millionaires with no 
record of public service, nor any evidence 
of fitness to account for their elevation, 
should be stopped, and the Palmer plan 


offers the readiest and surest corrective.

‘*MORE of the prisoners were killed than 
had been originally intended, but that 
was inevitable in a movement of this 
kind,’’ say those who approve the New 
Orleans massacre. This is an admission 
that the men who organized and led the 
mob to the murder of the defenseless pris- 
oners in jail did so knowing that the kill- 
ing of people whom they did not intend or 
desire to kill would be one of the inevi- 
table results. They were animated by the 
feeling which prompts an assassin to ex- 
plode a dynamite bomb ina crowd, when 
he is so intent upon killing one that 
he is willing to kill a dozen rather than 
miss his victim. The admission utterly 
condemns all ‘‘movements of this kind,’’ 
and should remind everybody that no man 
can tell where the killing will stop when 
the law and the courts are thus wiped out 
and the seeds of mutual murder are sown 
broadcast ina community. New Orleans 
will be fortunate if scores of murders and 
mistrials do not spring out of this deplor- 
able outbreak.

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Ir it is true that the Italian Consul 
called in vain on the Governor of Louis- 
ianaand the Mayor of New Orleans to 
guard the jail against the lynching party, 
which had been publicly summoned to 
meet at the Clay statue, the inaction of 
those officials puts them in the attitude of 
consenting to and conniving at the horri- 
ble work of the mob. The Birmingham 
Sheriff a year or so ago showed how easy 
it is for an officer inclined to do his duty 
to protect prisoners in jail from an infuri- 
ated mob. If one-fifth of the New Orleans 
policemen or a siggie one of the numerous 
companies of militia in that city had been 
detailed to guard the jail there would have 
been no attack upon it, When the public 
sentiment of a community exacts from 
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the betrayal of sacred public trusts it has 
no right to expect better conduct from its 
juries or to blame them for giving free 
rein to murder. 


THE Legislature caneasily amend the 
law so as to exempt from punishmenteither 
the giver or receiver of a bribe who first 
confesses the transaction. There is no 
more reason for exempting the giver than 
for exempting the receiver, if the object is 
to obtain evidence that will insure the pun- 
ishment of one of the parties, and thus to 
discourage bribery. Both ought to be 
punished alike, if possible, and the law 
ought not to show favor to either any fur- 
ther than may be necessary to make use of 
him in enforcing the law against bribery. 


SOME palliation might be found for the 
killing of suspected murderers by an ex- 
cited mob, but there is absolutely none for 
the calm indorsement of such an outrage- 
ous violation of law and order by 
the press and people of the city 


in which it oocurred. The worst feat- 


ure of the New Orleans massacre is 
the attitude of the city’s prominent citi- 
zens and newspapers. When the best ele- 
ments of a community are aligned on the 
side of crime and disorder its demoraliza- 
tion must be complete. }

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HIGH TREASON. 


The Charge Likely to Be Made Against 
Canadian Annexationists. 


IN THE EVENT OF CONVICTION THEY 
WILL BE BANISHED. 


German and Russian Relations—The Late 
Dr. Windthorst—France’s Trade With 
Brazil—The Newfoundland Dispute— 
Mr. Jackson, the Wife Abductor—The 
Revolution in Chili—Foreign News. 


TORONTO, Ontario, March 16.—It is under- 
stood that the Government has been con- 
sidering what it should do with such men as 
Edward Farrer. A firm of Toronto solicitors 
have been at work investigating his 
conduct and some weeks ago they advised 
the Government that he came well within the 
law relating to high treason. Asthe law now 
stands it is said there would be no difficulty 
in securing his conviction on a charge of 
high treason. Whether the Government 
will go this far is yet to be 
decided, The report says that if the authori- 
ties do move, they will probably move 
against some others who are members of Par 
HMament. Any puntshment that may be meted 
out to them will be of the nature of banish- 
ment rather than of confinement. It 
is also said that the Government 
is being urged to ask Lord 
Salisbury to station in Canada from five to 
ten British regiments, quartering them in 
Halifax, Quebec, Montreal, Toronto, Winni- 
peg and Vancouver. It is argued that the 
presence of these regiments in Canada would 
do more to put down the annexationists and 
put a check to their conspiracy than anything 
else could do. 


The Newfoundland Dispute. 


LONDON, March 16,—M. Waddington, the 
French Ambassador here, has written to 
Lord Salisbury that the arbitrators chosen by 
France inthe effort being made to settle the 
Newfoundland dispute according to the 
agr.ement recently arrived at between 
France and Englandare Prof. Martens of the 
St. Petersburg University, M. Rivier, the 
Swiss Consul at Brussels, and President of 
the Institute of International Law, and M, 
Grau, ex-Judge of the Supreme Court of Nor- 
way. The expenses of the arbitration and 
the arbitrators’ fees will be equally shared 
by the two powers interested in the dispute. 
The text of the convention between England 
and France respecting Newfoundland, which 
has been signed by Lord Salisbury and M. 
Waddington, provides that the commission 
to which the matter is referred, may after 
settling the lobster question, be asked to ex- 
amine subsidiary fishery questions. 

THE DISABLED SUEVIA. 

Lonpon,March 16.—The Hamburg American 
steamer Suevia from New York, Feb. 26, for 
Hamburg, which put into Plymouth Satur- 
day in a disabled condition, will be docked at 
that port far repairs. The Captain says last 
Monday’s storm was the worst in his ex- 
perience, but credits the passengers with 
having behaved admirably. He states that 
he saw a schooner totally disabled and fears 
that she sank with all hands on board. 
SEIZURE OF THE ‘‘COUNTESS OF CARNARVON’’ 

LONDON, March 16.—The Times, referring to 
the seizure of the steamer Countessof Car- 
narvon by the Portuguese in South Africa 
says:

OCEAN STEAMERS DAMAGED. +

She wasso badly damaged 
that she narrowly escaped foundering. 
ABDUCTED MRS. JACKSON, 

Loypon, March 16.—Her Majesty’s high 
Court of Justice, Queen’s Bench division, to- 
day refused to grant a writ of habeas corpus 


to compel Mr. F. H. Jackson of Clithero to 


produce his wife in court. The Court held 
that if the woman was Iill-treated she had a 
remedy in application for protection, which 
she could make before a magistrate. Mr. 
Jackson, it wil be remembered, on 
March 8 abducted his wife, a wealthy 
lady in her own right, as she was leaving a 
church at Clithero near Manchester, placed 
her inacarriage and drove to a house at 
Blackburn where, after barricading the doors 
and windows with the assistance of several 
friends, he withstood a regular seige and 
threatened assault upon the place by a mob 
headed by some of Mrs. Jackson’s relatives, 
who were opposed to her husband’s action. 
SIR JOSEPH BAZALGETTE DEAD. 

LONDON, March 16.—Sir Joseph Bazalgette, 
C. B., the eminent English engineer who has 
been ill for some time and who has once be- 
fore been reported dead, died to-day. 


German and Russian Relations. 


BERLIN, March 16.—Much anxiety ts felt here 
over the future of the Russian Embassy, 
Count Schouvaloff, whois nowin Russia en- 
joying a furlough,has always been an earnest 
advocate of peace, and by his politic course 
has done much to prevent friction between 
the twoempires. Count Schouvaloff, for this 
season, is not popular with the Haustavists 
who wish to extend the Russian dominion in 
Western Europe. 

THE LATE DR. WINDTHORST. 

BERLIN, March 16.—Herr Windthorst will 
probably be succeeded in the leadership of 
the Catholic party by Oount Ballestrem, of 
Breslau. The Count has no resemblance to 
Windthorst, and is a quiet, somewhat con- 
servative statesman. He is not given to 
speaking, and has been heard of very little 
outside the Reichstag since his election to 
that body in 1872. Maria, the aged ex-Queen 
dowager of Hanover, has sent a message of 
condolence. The Kaiser has also expressed 
his deep grief for the death of the veteran. 

AN INTERESTING DISCOVERY. 

BERLIN, March 16,—An interesting discovery 
is reported from the town of Bruswick. The 
famous indulgence box, in which Inquisitor 
Tetzel is said tohave carried the money col- 
lected by him, and of which he was robbed 
by Ritterhagen in the Hartz Mountains, has 
been found in the Brunswick Town Hall. It 
was this tour of Tetgel that is said to have 
paved the way for Luther's success. Con- 
siderable interest is felt in the relic. 

THE ALSATIAN PASSPORT REGULATIONS. 

BERLIN, March 16.~—Dr. Hoffel, member of 
the Reichstag for Alsace-Lorraine, had an in- 
terview with the Kaiser Saturday at the 
same time as the delegation from the Alsace- 
Lorraine Parliament. Dr. Hoffel presented a 
picture of the trouble and annoyance in the 
province by the passport regulations. 


The Revolution in Chili. 


LONDON, March 16,—An official account has 
been received of the recent battle in Chili, 
whereby the Government lostan important 
battle.

Keable, an agent of the 
Chinese Custom-house and his wife, both of 
whom were British subjects, have been mur- 
de1ed by the Tonquinese near Bacle, a post of 
the French army of occupation. 

THE LUPIN HORSE SALE. 

PARIS, March 16.—The amount derived from 
the Lupin sale of horses is 40 per cent under 
the nominal values. The falling off is attrib- 
uted to the depression in racing circles on ac- 
count of the Government’s action in sup- 
pressing the betting. 

WARNED BY CRAWFORD. 

PaRIs, March 15.—Marion Crawford, the 
novelist, has served a legal notice upon the 
managers of the opera against the produc- 
tion of ‘‘Le Mage,’’ on the ground that the 
story is taken bodily from his ‘‘Zoroaster.’’ 
M. Richspin denies the contention. 


The War in Burmah. 


CALCUTTA, March 16.—The British troops at 
Wuntho, Burmah, found inthe Palace of the 
Chief who has been carrying onthe recent 
rebellion against British authority, a 
horoscope foretelling that the Prince would 
immediately become King of Burmah. This 
prediction ofan astrologertells the Chief to 
begin the fight in which he was badly 
worsted. 


A Terrible Disaster. 


Carro, March 16.—A terrible disaster ac- 
curred to-day at the Arsenal of Omdurman. 
From the reports received it appears that 
about one hundred Dervishes were killed by 
an explosion there, which destroyed immense 
stores of ammunition and shattered the ar-

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THE MARCH GRAND-JURY 


IT MAKES ITS FINAL REPORT IN COURT 
THIS MORNING. 


An Indictment for Murder in the Second 
Degree Against the Alleged Slayers of 
Private Watchman Furlong—The Nev- 
ins Case and Other Matters. 


The members.of the March Grand-jury 
went into the Criminal Court about 11 o’clock 
this morning, rendered a final report of their 
work and were discharged from further duty. 
The inquisition of the present term has been 
in progress since Monday, March 2. During 
this time the jurors were in session ten days 
and considered a total of ninety-five cases. 
Of these actions eighty-five were returned as 
true Dilis, tem were ignored and one 
was continued on account of the absence 
of material witnesses. The city jail was 
examined and found to be in a satisfactory 
condition. Compared with that of some pre- 
vious Grand-juries, the work of the present 
session reflects great credit upon the citizens 
composing it. 

THE FURLONG KILLING. 

Matthew Kelly and Thomas Foley were in- 
dicted for murder in the second degree. The 
defendants are charged with the killing of 
John Furlong. The deceased was a private 
watchman and for several years patrolleda 
beat in the Third District. On the night of 
May 2, 1889, he was set upon by a 
gang of hoodlums, while passing the 
corner of Thirteenth street and Frank- 
lin avenue, and so badly beaten that 
he died four days later. It was known that 
the deceased, on account of his zeal in the 
discharge of his duty, had incurred the bitter 
hatred ofa gang of young men living in the 
vicinity where he was killed and more than 
a dozen were arrested. Nothing could 
be proved against them and all were released. 
A 18-year-old boy named Herbert Cornwall 
then came tothe front and told that he too 
witnessed the assault. He said that Matt 
Kelly had struck the deceased a fearful blow 
which felled himtothe sidewalk. Furlong’s 
head struck the curb stone, and his 
skull was fractured. Foley and others 
were also seen to striketheir victim. Foley 
was arrested almost a year later, being 
caught by Detectives Lawler and Browning, 
who were in attendance at the International 
Fairat Dallas; Tex. Kelly went to Illinois 
and was arrested while picking a 
farmer’s pocket at Collinsville. He served 
a yearinthe Penitentiary at Joliet and was 
arrested as he left the gate of that institu- 
tion. The November Grand-jury indicted the 
men for manslaughterin the fourth degree. 
When the case was called in the Criminal 
Court Attorney McManus found the indictment 
was defective and moved that it be quashed. 
The State consented to the action, and the 
March Grand-jury investigated the matter. 
This time the defendants were indicted on 
the much more serious charge of murder in 
the second degree. Kelly is out on bail, while 
Foley is in jail. 

THE NEVINS CASE. 


The Nevins case was carefully considered. 
As aresult Patrick Bresnahan, Harry Light- 
foot, Richard Mooney and George D. Lark 
were indicted for enticing away a female un- 
der the age of 18 years for immoral purposes, 
while Bresfahan and James Cassidy were 
held to answer for interfering with a Grand- 
jury process. Bresnahan, a saloon-Keeper, 
was first arrested on Dec. 12, on complaint of 
15-year-old Katie Nevins, who said that she 
had been by Bresnahan enticed to a noom ina 
hotel. Her statement also implicated Light- 
foot, Mooney and Lark, who were charged in 
the warrant with aiding and abetting the 
chief offender. The case had been docketed 
for investigation at the hands of the 
March Grand-jury. Bresnahan learned that 
the witnesses had been subpcenaed, and on 
March 5again induced the girl to go with 
him. Accompanied by one James Cassidy, 
the couple proceeded by boat and buggy to 
Hillsboro, Mo., where application was 
made for a marriage license. Had Bres- 
nahan succeeded in his scheme the criminal 
action against him would have been rendered 
void. Theclerk at Hillsboro suspected that 
something was wrong and refused to issue 
the license. The three then drove away, and 
a Sheriff's posse chased them six miles across 
the country before effecting their capture. 
The girlis now in the House of Good Shep- 
herd. Bresnahan and Cassidy are in jail, 
while Lightfoot, Mooney and Lark are out on 
bond. ' 

INDICTMENTS FOR ARSON AND BIGAMY. 


Austin and John O’Malley were indicted for 
arson in the first degree. On the morning of 
Nov. 6 the saloon of the O’ Malley brothers, on 
Fourth street near Elm, was burned. Sev- 
eral tenants living on the second floor nar- 
rowly escaping destruction in the flames. 
Officers Tebeau and Lyons were first on 
the scene, and found in the building 
a@ number of newspapers saturated with kero- 
sene. The fluid was also found on the floor 
and bar fixtures. The O’Malley brothers are 
now charged with firing the place inorder to 
secure the insurance money. Austin O’ Malley 
has been prominent in local politics. 

Charles Rossman was indicted for bigamy. 
The defendant is a hod carrier. Itis alleged 
that he was married to Margaret Rossman 
in Scotland about five years ago. Soon after 
the arrival of the couple in this coun- 
try, their three children died, ac- 
cording to the story, and Rossman then 
deserted his wife, who a year ago 
brought suit for divorce. Thecase was dis- 
missed, however, and no further action 
would have been taken had not Mrs. Ross- 
man’s brother learned that on Oct. 9 Ross- 
man, under the name of Charles Ross, had 
been married to Mrs. Bridget Gallagher, a 
widow with whom he was living on North 
Fifteenth street at the time of his arrest. 
Mrs. Rossman lives at 1538 North Sixteenth 
street. 

™ OTHER CASES. 

William Young, a colored boy, was indicted 
for criminal assault upon the person of an 11- 
year-old white girl named Jennie Eades. 
Charles Shelton was idicted for attempting to 
criminally assault Oarrie Dauvel, a colored 
girl. A. B. Goodman was indicted for - fraud 
in obtaining $105 from Godlove & Bauer, 917 
Olive street, by means of s bogus check. 
George A. Jackson was indicted for fraud in 
obtaining $0 from Wm. P. Kessler in 1887. 
Jackson ,it is alleged ,advertised for collectors 
and made Kessler deposit $50 as security. He 
then gave him anumber of worthless Dilis 
and sent him to Belleville to make collec- 
tions. Whenthe fraud was discovered Jack- 
son left the city and only recently returned. 

True bilis for robbery in the first degree 
were returned against John Sheehan, Will- 
iam Martin and Bertha Smith, and for bur- 
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last, without being qualified, having given a 
fraudient address at the office of registration. 


A TROOPER IN AFRICA, 


Reginald Frost, a St. Louis Boy, Relates 
Some of His Experiences. 

Mr. Reginald Frost, son of Gen. D. M. 
Frost of St. Louis, is now in thiscity, having 
recently returned home from South Africa, 
Although thisis his first visit back to the 
scenes of his boyhood for nearly three years 
past, the young man is making but a flying 
callon his parents and his friends of the 
old days when he was a student of 
the S8t.. Louis University, and will 
sail for Englafid en route again to Africa, 
during the present month. He is stopping 
with his brother-in-law, Mr. F.D. Hirsch- 
berg, at 3509 Franklin avenue, where he was 
seen by a PoOST-DISPATCH reporter. The ad- 
venturous young St. Louisian gives a most 
fascinating account of his personal experi- 
encesin Africa as a member of one ofthe 
most notable English expeditions into the 
unexplored regions ofthat strange country 
that have been made for many years. 

In February, 1890, Mr. Frost left Cape Town, 
South Africa, as a private soldier in the 
Irregular Mounted Infantry of the British 
South Africa Co.’s service for a march north- 
ward into Africa of over 
miles ina direct Ine. The personnel of the 
corps in which the daring young St. Loulsan 
enlisted was a remarkable one, inasmuch as 
its rank and file was composed of gentlemen’s 
sons, bold spirits seeking either fortune or 
adventure in such a pioneer band, and com- 
manded by trained officers who had seen 
service and won promotion in the British 
army before going into the employ 
of the British South African Co. This 
company, almost exactly similar to the 
world-famous East India Co.in its formation, 
is one of the wealthiest ofallthe great Eng- 
lish corporations. It is capitalized for 
£4,000,000, with the privilege of unlimited in- 
crease of capital. Its main offices are, of 


can headquarters at Cape Town. The Duk 

of Abercorn is the chairman of the Board o' 
Directors of the company, but the controlliry 
spirit and brains of the great African cor 


ter of the British Cape Colony, 
has his office in Cape Town. 
Only a short time before young Frost enlisted 
in its service the British South African Co, 
had been granted a crown charter toa vast 
portion of Africa, a gigantic commercial 
principality, whose boundaries are described 
as follows: On the east by the Portuguese 
possessions in Africa, skirting along the 
coast; on the west by the German African 
possessions; on the northa limitless bound- 
ary, which will eventually be reached only 
when the company’s pioneers find themselves 
touching the southern lines of the great 
Congo Free State, to be again invaded and 
finally colonized by Henry M. Stanley, and on 
the south by the crown protectorate of 
Bechuana Land. 
ENTERED FOR THE FUN. 

Mr. Frost entered the company’s service, 
as he expresses it,‘‘for the fun of the thing,’’ 
being desirous in taking part in the first great 
expedition of annetation sent out by the 
British South African Co. He not only had 
the desired adventure and sport as an En- 
glish trooper on African service, but also 
gained the distinction of being one of the first 
band of white men to penetrate the northern 
extremity of Matabele Land, and pushing 
ahead of his command was also one of the 
small exploring party that went as far north 
as Zambes!l. 

The young St. Loulsan left the expedition 
last Octoberand made his way back to Cape 
Town with a partyof twenty companions. 
Crossing to this country from England, he 
came on the steamer Majestic with Father 
Thomas E. Sherman, who was coming to at- 
tend his father’s funeral.

The Chilian Revolution Due to a Rail 
road Strike, 


THE AMERICAN CONTRACTORS QUIT 
WORK AND THE PEOPLE REBELLED. 


A St. Louis Railroad Man’s Explanation 
ofthe Cause ofthe Revolution in Chili 
—Balmaceda’s Promises to Give His 
Peoplea Grand System of Railroads— 

' Why the Scheme Failed. 


Mr. Murray McDowall Thomson, a civil en- 
gineer now connected with the Missouri Pa- 
cific road, and who was engaged in railroad 
construction in Chili, says that one of the 
main causes of the present revolutionin Chili 
was the failure of the North and South Amer- 
ican Construction Co. to complete the 975 
kilometers of railroad in that country which 
the government contracted for in 1888, or 
rather to the failure, of the government to 
carry out its part of the contract, ‘‘Thecon- 
tract,’’ said Mr. Thomson to-day, ‘‘was 
signed Oct. 1, 1888, by President Balmaceda 
on the part of the government, although 
the first negotiations have been made #y 
his predecessor, President Santa Maria, and 
on the part of the company by 
Newton B. Lord of New York, who was 
the vice-president of the company ,and whose 
son, by the way, was married to a St. Louis 
girlseveral years ago, when he was living 
here. The company was to build ten different 
railroads, aggregating 975 kilometers, or 
about 600 miles, for £3,542,000. Some of the 
lines were to be of standard gauge, 1.68 
meters, the same as the American road al- 
ready built from Santiago south to Concep- 
cion, and the others were to be of narrow 
gauge, only one meter, the same asthe Eng- 
lish roads already built in the country. The 
first road completed under our contract was 
to be finished within two years from the time 
the contract was signed and the last one 
within five years, and they were intended to 
be links ina chain of roads down the center 
of Chili, extending eventually from Peru to 
the Straits of Magellan, a distance of nearly 
8,000 miles. In fact we were to build 1,000 
more kilometers ourselves as soon 
as our first contract was finished. We 
began work in March, 1889, on the 
ten different roads and worked steadily for a 
whole year, when we threw up the job and 
left the country, and none of the roads are 
finished yet; in fact, the only one on which 
work was continued after we left was the 
road from Victoria to Osborno, with a branch 
to the coast at Valdivia. Gen. Urrutia took 
the contract for this last named road off our 
hands after we had completed 2of the 403 
kilometers, but he soon stopped work on it 
for the same reason that we had, namely, the 
failure of the Government to meet its obliga- 
tions and furnish the necessary funds. 

‘*‘Didn’t we get any money for our 
work? Oh, yes, we got all told 
about $200 ,000, but we did about 
$500,000 worth of work. The Government 
claimed that our work wasn’t up to the 
standard called for in the contract and 
stopped payments. Ofcourse that was only 
an excuse to escape the obligation. President 
Balmaceda would have paid us readily 
enough, if he could have done so, but Con- 
gress wouldn’t appropriate the money and 
he was powerless. 

BALMACEDA’S PREDICTION. 

‘*He begged us to continue on with the 
work and said that if we quit the people 
would be so dissatisfied that they would try 
to overturn his administration, and that is 
what they are now doing. You see, the 
people are very anxious to have the projected 
system of railroads completed, as it would 
give almost: every portion of Chill 
direct connection with every other portion 
of the country, for the system embraces 
branches from the main line to the seacoast 
here and there and to mining towns in the 
interior. When we arrived in Valparaiso 
Balmaceda had just returnd from a tripup 
the coast and at a dozen or more points he 
had stopped and made speeches and told 
what he was aboutto give the country in the 
way of a network of railroads. The same 
promises he had made everywhere and when 
he saw us leaving he knew that his promises 
to the people could not be kept and that the 
cloud and discontent already gathering 
would soon break into a storm against him, 
and so it did. 

*‘*Tne reason that some of our work was not 
accepted by the Chilian engineers was owing 
to the fact that these engineers had received 
their trainingin France and expected ralil- 
roads in Chili to be bullt as solidly and com- 
pactly and as wellin every way asthe rail- 
roads of an old, thickly settled country like 
France. If they saw a plece of grass sticking 
out of the roadbed, they wanted us to 
pull it up and they expected us to 
pound the whole roadbed down into 
a solid, compact mass. Well, if we 


‘had built the road asthey wanted us to, the 


company would have lost several million dol- 
lars and Mr. Lord told Balmaceda that the 
company had come there to make money and 
not to sink a big pile and that ifthe advice of 
the schoolboy engineers from France was to 
be taken in this matter, the company would 
throw up the contract, even ifit did cause a 
revolution and overturn the Balmaceda ad- 
ministration. We were prepared to make 
our roadbeds and did make them as good as 
railroads are generally constructed inthe 
United States and they would have answered 
all the purposes they were intended for and 
been cheap to the Government of Chili at the 
price they were constructed for,about $15,000, - 
000. 
. WHAT WAS DONE. 

‘*‘When we quit work we had finished two 
of the forty-eight kilometers of roadbed be- 
tween Port Huasco and Vallenar, five of the 
sixty kilometers from Ovalle to San Marcus, 
six ofthe 128 between Los Volos and Sala- 
manca andtwoof the seventy-six between 
Calara and Cabildo via Ligua. We had also 
completed 1,500 meters of tunneling on this 
branch. These roads are all north of Santiago 
and are of one meter gauge, the sameas the 
English lines from Santiago to Valparaiso and 
from. Ovalle to Coquimbo, the part in the 
North of Chili which was stormed and taken 
recently by the insurgents withthe warship 
Esmeralda, the same boaton which Balma- 
ceda made his famous trip tothe Northern 
coast when he made so many beautiful prom- 
ises to the people. 

‘*South of Santiago*we had all but com- 
pleted eight of the fifty-nine kilometers be- 
tween Santiagoand Melpilla, as also a 
bridge overthe Napocho River, fiveof the 
twenty-eight kilometers from Pelequen to 
Pumo, eight of the forty-five kilometers 
from Palmilla to Alcones, ten 
of the eighty-five from  Talca to 
Constitucion on the coast, eight of the forty- 
three from Coigne to Mulchen, a mining town 
in the Andes, and twenty-five of the 408 kil- 
ometers of the Victoria, Osorno and Valdivia 
road, as I said before, Some of the work we 
let out to sub-contractors, all of whom were 
either Chilian citizens, native or adopted, 
and some we did ourselves. 

MR. THOMSON’S LINE. 
**‘A young engineer named Thomann and 
pg at had charge of the line from Victoria 

to Osorno, the longest and perhaps the most 
important of all, as it opened up an immense 
wheat country. The soll is rich, the climate 
fine and the inhabitants for the most part 
industrious. A portion of this part of 
Chili is inhabited @y the Araucenian 
Indians, a brave, sturdy race, devoted to 
agricultural pursuits, There are a good many 
bandits in this part of the country, but I was 
never molested except once, when two or 
gp euros fellowes tried to hold me up asl was 


half a mile from my camp, and I expect those 
fellows were working on my road, as we had 


‘some peons there that wouldn’t do to trust 


out of sight. I met some very nice people 
down there, though, and some very finely 
educated ones, too. Ifthey take a liking to 
you they can’t do too much for you; but some 
of them carry the worst-looking knives you 
ever saw for their enemies. 

A RIB TICKLER. 

‘‘The blade is actually about eighteen 
inches long and shuts up in a big handle. 
They throw it open with a jerk and a heavy 
spring keeps the blade in place when open. 
These fellows, too, are wonderful horsemen 
and lasso throwers. Their aim with a lasso, 
even on a dead run, is remarkable and the 
victim, whether he be manor beast, hasn’t 
one chance in a hundred of escaping. 

**There are a good many Americans down 
there, buta great many more Europeans. 
The commerce of the country is mostly in the 
hands of the English and Germans. The en- 
gineers on the English railroads are for the 
most part Scotchmen, and those on the 
American roads are Americans. Besides the 
road from Santiago to Conception, a distance 
of 752 kilometers, there is a short American 
road of 42 kilometers from OColli Pulli to 
Coigne, the terminus of one ofour lines. The 
cars on the American roads are built like the 
passenger coaches inthe United States, and 
those on the English roads are made on the 
horrible box, side-entrance plan of Euro- 
pean cars. The line between Santiago and 
Mendoza is all completed but a short gap 
over the Andes. Work is being pushed on 
that now, and when it its done, acouple of 
years hence, one can ride from Valparaiso on 
the Pacific to Buenos Ayres on the Atlantic, 
a distance of overa thousand miles, ina 
Pullman car, and as comfortably as from St, 
Louis to New York City. Theo ing of that 
line may, however, bea death-blowto @hili 
as a nation, for ina war with Argentine the 
gate would be opened to the larger army, and 
it would only be a question of time when 
Chili would be conquered. 

**Santiago and Valparaiso will compare 
favorably in the way of theaters, parks, fine 
streets, churches, statues, stores,street cars, 
electric lights, telephones, etc., with any 
city inthis country. The Alameda of Santi- 
ago, once the bed of a river whuse course was 
changed two orthree centuries ago, is the 
handsomest street in the world, several miles 
long and 400 feet wide witha park down the 
center of the street and 100 feet drive on 
each side. Yes, I have seen Senora Consino, 
the richest woman in the world, and can 
corroborate the seemingly fabulous 
Stories told of her railroads, steamship 
lines and coal mines, ranches, vineyards, 
parks and magnificent villas. The park she 
presented to the city of Santiagoisa perfect 
paradise and you may judge of its size when 
I tell you that 10,000 troops fought a sham 
battle in one portion of it. One of the theaters 
of Valparaiso is a minature of the Grand 
Opera-house of Paris and the Municipal 
Theater is the second in size in the Western 
hemisphere.’’ 

Mr. Thomson is of the opinion that the 
revolutionsts will be successful in their fight 
against the government of Chilli.

Caradine Will Organize a Sunday 
School Near French Market. 


Rev. Dr. B. Caradine, pastor of Centenary 
Methodist Episcopai Church, South, last 
night announced from the pulpit that he was 
organizing a new Dranch of work, that ofa 
Sunday-School in the vicinity of the French 
Market. In speaking of the matter Dr, Cara- 
dine said: 

**The census which was recently taken 
shows that there are i, 000 children in St. 
Louis who never attend a Sunday-school. The 
great majority of these reside in the most 
populous districts of the city. I have con- 
tracted for a hall, and now the money to sup- 
port the work must be raised. I will require 
about $75 per month for its support. 
Several gentlemen have lists for collec- 
tion, and I will say to those 
subscribing that Iwill see that the school 
once organized is properly managed. The 
great need of such an organization is too ap- 
parent to be overlooked. The poor children 
of St.Louis are being neglected to such an ex- 
tent that they are almost ignored. I sincere- 
ly hope that it will not be necessary to go 
outside of Centenary to raise the necessary 
funds. I make this announcement to pre- 
pare my congregation for the call for sub- 
scriptions.’’ 

When Dr. Caradine had finished his sermon 
he was besieged with questions as to how he 
proposed to proceed with his work of evan- 
gelization, and many promises from people 
who are not church members of financial 
support were voluntarily made, all recogniz- 
ing the prospects the new work opened up. It 
is the desire of the promoter to gather into 
the Sunday-school every street urchin 
and teach him not only things of a future life, 
but matters useful during his earthly 
career. They will be taught to read and 
write, and it is especially desirable to urge 
upon them the necessity of cleanliness. 

Several members of Dr. Caradine’s congre- 
gation have volunteered to do the work nec- 
essary, and from present prospects the 
scheme promises to be a most succéssful one. 
Should the subscriptions be sufficiently large 
an organ will be purchased. The opening 
will occur as soon as the collections are 
sufficiently large to insure success.

THE CUTTYHUNK WRECK. 


EFFORTS OF THE REVENUE CUTTERS TO 
ASSIST THE DISABLED WARSHIPS. 


The Triana Likely to Go to Pieces—Oondi- 
tion of the Galena—Burned by a Gas 
Explosion — Fisherman Drowned—The 
Tennessee Holocaust. 


NEw BEDFORD, Mass., March 16.—Revenue 
cutters Dexter of Newport and Gallatin of 
Boston arrived in this harbor at ll 
o’clock this morning. The Dexter had 
on board the officers and crew 
of the Triana wrecked on Cuttyhunk. 
The Dexter left Newport at 5 o’clock this 
morning for Gayhead to render what assist- 
ance was possible. She arrived at Cuttyhunk 
at8:150’clock. She reported a heavy sea 
and a strong southwest wind. The waves 
were breaking with terrible force over the 
Triana, andit was apparent that she was 
doomed. The bows have settled and the 
stern is lifted above water. If the wind 
continues it is expected she will go to 
pieces. The Dexter only sighted the Galena. 
She was ™® the fury of the waves, which were 
dashing over her with such force that only 
the top masts could be seen 
through the mist. The Dexter’s officers 
would not speak of her condition or pros- 
pects, but say they are much worse than they 
were yesterday. They think all three vessels 
will be broken up. The Gallatin, which left 
Boston yesterday, arrived at the Vineyard 
at 10 o’clock last night, where she lay until 
this morning, when she put out into the 
Sound, but because of rough weather and an 
impossibility to be of service, returned. It 
was then she sighted the Dexter and accom- 
panied her to this port. 


The Tennessee Holocaust. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 16.—The bodies of 
the nine insane men who were buried under 
the walls of the west wing of the Tennessee 
Insane Asylum, which burned last Saturday, 
have not been recovered. The standing walls 
threaten to fall any moment, and until they 
are taken down no attempt will be made to 
dig the bodies out. The doctors think that 
Lee Alford or J. Brooks started the fire on the 
first floor, and that Brooks lost his life. The 
12% inmates remaining will be taken to the 
West Tennessee Hospital at Boliver.

SWALLOWED MORPHINE. 


David Leahy Thought the Poisonous 
Grounds Were Breath Perfumers. 


David Leahy, a 19-year-old boy, had 
a& very narrow escape from death last 
evening, and the escape he had 
from a sudden call from earth 
will long be remembered by him. The story, 
as told by Joseph Sondag, the prescription 
clerk of L. F. Waibel’s drug-store, is 
as follows: ** About 10:30 O’- 
clock last night, Young Leahy 
and my brother Fdward entered the store for 
the purpose of getting my soiled clothes 

home. I had not yet 
the bundle and told Ed 
a few minutes until 
I went up stalrstofixit. During my absence 
Leahy walked behind the _  prescrip- 
tion counter and seeing a number 
of little white pills, which he 
took to be breath perfume drops, picked up 
about thirty-five of them and swallowed 
them down in a_ gulp. When I re- 
turned he told me what he 
had done. I thought perhaps that 
he was fooling. He asked meif they were not 
perfume drops. I told him no, that they were 
morphine granules and that they were pois- 
onous. The boy turned deadly pale and asked 
me to give him something to throw the pol- 
son off. I gave him an emetic and immedi- 
ately sentfor Dr. Arnold Sellner., The boy 
became worse and fell on the floor. 
When Dr. Sellner arrived he applied a stom- 
ach-pump and a few antidotes. This had 
some little effect. He was then 
removed to the office of Dr. 
F. F. Zeller, where both. physicians 
worked on him until 5 o’clock this morning. 
After applying the neeessary antidotes 
and walking and running him alter- 
nately a distance of nearly ten miles, 
the boy was removed to his home, No. 7627 
South Broadway, out of danger. The gran- 
ules contain one-fourth of a grain 
of morphine, and the amount 
he iswalowed is equivalent 
to nine grains, which is enoughto kill sev- 
eral men.’’ This morning Leahy was [resting 
very easily. Dr. Seliner says that the boy 
will be about again in a day or two. 


JOHN LEHMAN ARRESTED. 


Suspected of Having Caused the Death of 
Thos. Dolohory. 


John Lehman was arrested by Detectives 
7affney, Harrington and Walsh at 614 Market 
street this afternoon of suspicion of having 
caused the death of Thos. Dolohory, whose 
body was found in a graders’ camp in 
the western suburbs last night. It seems that 
on the evening of the 9th inst. Dolohoy and 
Lehman had a quarrel in the saloon at 614 
in which Lehman cut Dolo- 
hory in the forehead and nose. Lehman boards 
at the place and after using his knife he ran 
up stairsto get his pistol, saying that he was 
going to kill Dolohory, but the latter was hur- 
ried out of the saloon, and the excitement 
soon quieted down. The trouble arose from 
Lehman’s refusing to treat Dolohory when 
he set up the drinks for the latter’s friend, 
George Wendech, and others. The 
coroner will hold a post-mor- 
tem examination on the body 
of the dead man this afternoon. So faras 
now known the only knife wounds or wounds 
of any kind on him are theones made by 
Lehman in his forehead and nose, and they 
could not have produced death. 


CONSUL POPE IN THE CITY. 


He Declines to Discuss the Recent Cana- 
dian Election.

Consul to Toronto, arrived in the city, and 
and registered at the Lindell.

East Boston 
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SUSTAINED A DEMURRER. 


JUDGE THAYER RENDERS AN OPINION OF 
INTEREST TO THE INSURED. 


The Strange Death of Dr. George J. 
Bernays Recalled by a Ruling ina Suit 
Against an Insurance Comipany This 
Morning. 


In sustaining a demurrer filed by Mrs. 
Thekla M. Bernays in her suit against the 
United States Mutual Accident Association of 
New York, Judge Thayer of the United States 
Circuit Court delivered an opinion 
of interest insured and in- 
surers. Dr. George J. Bernays 
was insured for several thousand dollars 
against accident and death from accident in 
the United States Mutual Accident Co. Nov. 
21, 1888, he accidentally cut his finger while 
performing an operation and his blood was 
poisoned. Erysipelas set in and he died 
within thirty days. After his death Mrs. 
Bernays demanded his insurance, claiming 
he died as the result of an accident. The 
company refused to pay, saying it was not an 
accident and that death was too indirectly 
traceable to the wound. Mrs. Bernays filed 
suit in the United States Circuit Court, as the 
defendant is a non-resident. 

The company answered, admitting the 
doctor cut his finger, but denied that he was 
seized with erysipelas then, but had the dis- 
ease nearly all his life. They also claimed 
there was no visible mark on his hand at the 
time of his death. Mrs. Bernays filed a de- 
murrer to this answer, and it is on this de- 
murrer Judge Thayer passed this 
morning, defining the word ‘‘infirmity,’’ and 
saying that insurance does not insure. 

JUDGE THAYER’S OPINION. 

Judge Thayer says: ‘‘The first paragraph 
to which objection istaken alleges that in 
and by his contract with the insurer, the 
deceased warranted ‘that he had never had, 
and had‘not thenany bodily or mental in- 
firmity, whereasintruth* * *said deceased 
had on various occasions prior thereto been 
amMlicted with and was then subject to and in- 
fected with erysipelas * * * and that he 
eventually died of erysipelas.’ 

This paragraph of the answer cannot be 
regarded merely as a denial of the fact alleged 
in the petition, that the testator’s death 
was due to accident; it is not good pleading if 
so intended. It was evidently pleaded as 
a substantiative defense and must 
be sO treated. The question ac- 
cordingly arises whether the warranty 
that the deceased ‘‘never had and had not 
then any bodily or mental infirmity,’’ was 
broken, and the contract avoided, by the fact 
that he had had and was subject to erysip- 
elas, and this idvolves a consideration of the 
scope of the warranty. 

‘*An ‘infirmity,’ as defined by Webster, is 
‘‘an imperfection or weakness, especially a 
disease; a malady.’’ Giving to the words 
then their largest meaning they would in- 
clude every ailment that fleshisheirto, and 
the result would be a warranty that 
the deceased had never had any disease, no 
matter how trivial or temporary. Such acon- 
struction of the warranty is too unreasonable 
to be tolerated., The insurer had no con- 
ceivable motive for questioning the deceased 
as to all human/ailments, whether incident 
to youth, manhood or old age. Some limita- 
tions of the terms of the warranty is necessary 
to makeit conform to what must be pre- 
sumed to have been the intent of the par- 
ties. 
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NO VISIBLE INJURY. 

It is next averred that the policy contained 
a clause to the effect that ‘‘the insurance 
* * * should not extend to or cover injuries 
of which there should be no visible mark on 
the body of the insured,’’ and that ‘‘there 
was no visible mark of said alleged accidental 
injury upon the body of the plaintiff’s tes- 
tator.’’ 

It has been held in several well considered 
cases that the conditionin question, inan ac- 
cident policy, only precludesa recovery on 
claims forindemnity for an alleged injury, 
which does not result fatally, and that it has 
no application toa case where death results 
from an accidental injury. 

But ih any event the pleathat there were 
no visible marks of the accident on the body 
ofthe deceased is repugnant to other parts 
of the answer. The answer expressly admits 
that on November 21, 1888, the date alleged in| 
the petition, the deceased **accidentally cut, 
lacerated and wounded one of his fin- 
gers.’’ The averment that there were no 
visible marks of injury is not consistent with 
the admission, unless itis understood to re- 
late to the time of death, and understood in 
that sense the averment is immaterial. 
Itthere were visible marks of the injury 
when the accident happened, as the 
answer in effect admits, but they had become 
abliterated before’ the death of the assured, 
the plaintiff is entitled to recover if the in- 
jury sustained was in fact the efficient cause 
of death. The defence in question is not well 
pleaded. 

DEATHLY POISON. 

It is further averred that the policy con- 
tained a clause declaring that ‘‘the insur- 
ance * * * should not extend to or cover 
death resulting from or caused by poison 
* * * or contact with poisonous sub- 
stances,’’ and that ‘‘said alleged injury was 
caused by poison’ and by contact with poison- 
ous substances.’’ 

The defect in this paragraph Is that it is 
merely anaugmentive denial of a material 
allegation of the petition and is not good asa 
plea in bar to the action. 

Plaintiff avers in her petition that the testa- 
tor’s death ‘‘resulted alone from said in- 
jury,’’ thatis tosay from an accidental in- 
jury to his finger inflicted with a pair of 
forceps. 

If such was not the fact the averment 
should be denied in simple and direct Jan- 
guage and in the form in which the 
issue is tendered. If the efficient cause 
of death was poison or con.- 
tact with a poisonous substance, that fact 
may be shown under a simple denial of the 
averment that death resulted solely from ac- 
cident. 

The demurer is sustained in all of the re- 
spects heretofore indicated, with leave to 
amend within three days.

A samovar, the distinctively Russian utensil 
for heating water to make tea, when in brass 
or nickel, of small size. but large enough for 
family use, costs $16. In Russia _ the 
samovar is as common a household uten- 
Silas is our teakettle. The superiority of 
the samaver over our teakettle is due to 
the greater rapidity with which water is 


heated in it, says the New York Tribune. 
A little brand of charcoal is started in the 
section in the center designated for this pur- 
pose, and the water around it is heated much 
more rapidly than it can be in the teakettle, 

exposed to the fire only at the bottom; but if 
the mistress of the house could see that the 
teakettle is freshly filled, and would use the 
water at the moment it bolls, as delicious tea 
could be made with a teakettle as with a 
samaver. The Russian lady, it must be 
remembered, does not trust the im- 
porsans art of the tea making, the 
lling of the water, to a servant. She 
has this done before her in a samaver, and 
thus insures the perfection of her tea. 

She is, therefore, not called upon to waste 
words and patience with a domestic, who in 
answer to your rp merge as to ‘‘whether the 
Kettle is boiling,’’ invariably replies ‘‘It have 
biled.’’ Asthough water that had once been 
botled was, therefore, fit fortea making,even 
if it has been reduced to lukewarm temper- 
ature since! No amount of instruction will 
ever eradicate from the mind of the average 
servant the idea that water that has boiled is 
therefore fit for tea;and that you are over- 
fastidious to require that it shall be boiling at 
the time the teais made, and that it should 
not have been boiled before. 


GETTING TEETH PULLED. 


If Gas Is to Be Used It Should Be Taken 
on an Empty Stomach. 
From the New York Herald. 

As towhento extract teeth I have only to 
say that once it is decided to have the tooth 
removed the sooner it be done the better. If 
it is designed to take gas the dentist should 
not be visited immediately after a meal, as 
the presence of food in the stomach Is likely 
to result in nausea and yomiting, which is 
unpleasant for both the patient and the op- 


erator. Take gas on empty stomach. 

As how to extract teeth much could be said. 
In the first place, as in other things, a certain 
knack Is required rather than mere strength 
ofthe wrist. Occasionally considerable force 
must be exerted, but more usually the pain of

The Fear of Disease asa Prevention. 


Dr. R. G. Eccles points out that the danger 
of diseases isasarule in the direct ratio of 
the carelessness with which they are re 
garded. He says that diseases may be classed 


as more or less fatal as people are afraid of 
them and seek proper advice to both prevent 
and cure. If people are not afraid of 
diseases they act the part of * fools by 
not seeking medical knowledge and 
skill and sO give the disease 
a chance tokill more people. The ravages 
of various diseases, especially of the venereal 
class, would be diminished to a surprising 
extent, if people were imbued with a more 
wholesome fear of them, anisoled to make 
use of proper measures for their prevention 
andcure. Dr. Eccles gives some interesting 
statistics in support of his statements. No 
gne fails to send for a ae ies co in typhus 
yet a six persons in million die of it 
since efforts are made or suppress it. Four 
hundred and twenty-eight in a _ million 
die of whooping cough because it sel- 
dom frightens patients and neighborly 
ladies of both sexes give advice. Three hun- 
dred and forty-one in a million die of measles 
because it sofrightens us as to induce our 
friends tosend for a doctor. Two hundred 
and twenty-two in a million die of scarlet 
fever because medical advice is sought sooner 
and more implicitly obeyed. One hundred and 
sixty-eight ina million die of diphtheria be- 
cause it frightens more than most other dis- 
eases and sends people in haste to the doctor. 
Dr. Eccles urges on the med profession 
the necessity of teaching people a pational 
fear of dlsease, and of me enn or pong er 
the idea that the greatest gop = safety 1s is 
to avoid the mistaké of a ba 1, @..

MADE FALSE RETURNS. 


AN INVENTORY WHICH BRINGS TOLIGHT 
BIG TAX-DODGING. 


Mrs. Persis Smith’s Personalty Returned 
to the Assessor for Less Than $800 
and the Estate Inventoried for ‘Over 
$400,000—Escaped Taxation on ee - 
100. 


The enormous difference between Mrs. Per- 
sis Smith’s estate as returned by her for tax- 
ation, and as inventoried after her death by 
her executor, has called attention to the tax- 
dodging abuse. In the Assessor’s office the 


estate is worth $770. In the Probate Court it } 


is worth over $400,000. 

It is a striking illustration of a great abuse. 
It is not the only instance, of,tax-dodging, 
though it is a graphic one. 

Mrs. Persis Smith died in February, leaving 
an estate consisting of stocks, bonds and 
money, of which her executor, George Smith, 
filed an inventory in the Probate Court at the 
close of last week. According to this inven- 
tory the sum of Mrs. Smith’s estate is $405,- 
867.92. 

There is on file in the office of the City As- 
sessor a return of taxable values owned by 
Mrs. Persis Smith on thelist day of June, 
1890, by which it appears that the total pos- 
sessions of Mrs. Smith amounted to but $77

Under the law notes one yearold are sub- 
ject to taxation; pank stock taxes are paid by

From papers on file inthe Circuit Court in 
the case of James Smith Garland against Per- 
sis Smith and George Smith, and in case of 
James Smith Garland et al. against George 
Smith et al., it appears that Mrs. Smith 
some years ago transferred all of her prop- 
erty to her nephew, James Smith Garland, 
and her adopted son, George Smith, as trus- 
tees, for the purpose of availing herself of 
their services in the management of the 
estate.

In 
1889 this real property was found in possession 
of George Smith, who appears on the tax- 
books as of New York City and 
was assessed for taxation at the same 
figure. George Smith of New York City 
made return of no other property real or per- 
sonal. In 1890 the only return made by 
George Smith of New York City is of the prop- 
erty 1615 Olive street, and as before there is 
no return on file from George Smith, trustee.
